The Hero of Manila Honored by a 
Reception and Elaborate Ball, 


Latter Event Equalled Great 
World’s Fair Dance. 


Adiniral Invited to Pay a Visit to Canada and 
He May Conclude to Do So. 


Chicago, May 1.—Admiral Dewey has 
become Chicago's guest. On arrival at 
the Grand Central station at 11 a.m 
yesterday, the admiral’s party was es- 
corted to the Auditorium Annex. Mem- 
bers of the woman’s reception committee 
accompanied Mrs. Dewey. Anadmiral’s 
salute of 17 guns was fired on shore, and 


by the revegue cutter Morrill in the 
harbor. There was breakfast at th 
Annex, a reception by the Canadian- 
American association, then the big ball 
in the evening. This equalled the fa- 
mous world’s fair dance in May, 1893

After the informal luncheon given Ad- 
miral Dewey by the members of the 
general committee, a delegation of Can- 
adians caled on the admiral and pre- 
sented him with a formal invitation to be 
present at a reception to be given in his 
honor at Hill Terrace, Port Stanley, Ont., 


on any day in July convenient to the 
admiral. 

The admiral thanked the Canadians 
very cordially for the invitation. “Of 


all the evidences of good will shown me 


Since my arrival in New York last Oc- 
tober,” said he, “‘none has touched me 
more deeply than this. We are of the 
same blood. There is slight difference 


between us, and I want to say that the 
One man who stood at my back during 
those trying days at Manila was an Eng- 
lishman, But for his support and moral 
courage he inspired me with, I don't 
know what would have happened. I re- 
fer to Sir Charles Seymour.” 

The admiral said that his engagements 
Were many, and that he was not pre- 
pared to state off-hand whether or not he 


Would accept the inyitation. “Be as- 
sured, however,” he concluded, “that if 
I can possibly do so I will and with 


pleasure,.”’ 

Never in the history of the great Audl- 
torium has there been within its walls a 
sight more beautiful than that revealed 
last night when the great ball givenin 
Admiral Dewey was at its 
height. It was the first time that Chi- 
cago had been permitted to pay her 
tribute of honor and respect to the victor 
ef Manila bay, and she utilized the op- 
portunity to the full. It was a decisive 
euccess in all details, from the magnifi- 
cent decorations to the reception which 
Was tendered the admiral. It being a 
naval ball the predominating decorations 
were of white and green. 

The doors of the ball room were opened 
at 8:30, and one-half hour later the

AN APPALLING DISASTER. 


Upwards of Two Hundred Men Reported to 
Have Perished In a Utah Mine. 

Salt Lake City, May 2.—An explosion 
occurred yesterday in the winter quar- 
ters of the Pleasant Valley company’s 
coal at Schofield, by which, ac- 
cording to reports cover 200 people were 
killed and many injured. It is reported 
that 137 bodies have already been re- 
recovered. The explosion is attributed 
to the blowing up of a number of kegs 
of powder. Particulars of the disaster 
are lacking. 

There are willing hands at work, and 
as fast as bodies are reached they are 
brought down to the boarding houses 
and other company buildings, where they 
are cleaned and prepared for the cor- 
oner's inquest. 

In each of these buildings are from 10 
to 35 bodies. The bodies are laid out in 
long robes, to whic: are attached tags 
with names and addresses to await iden- 
tification by relatives or friends. 

The removal of budias began at noon 
Tuesday and every diligence is used to 
get the charred and mangled remains 
from out of the mine. Many hundreds 
of men have volunteered their services, 
and as fast as one force of men is worn 
Out others take their places. 

As soon as the accident was known of- 
ficials of the company at Salt Lake City 
and also the railroad company were 
notified of the disaster, and though the 
number of dead was yeported lower thar 
it really is, it would appear that every- 
thing by them that lies in their power 
has been done.

First of May Brought Shorter Working 
Hours to Many New Englanders, 


Small Strikes In a Few 
Cities Still In Force. 


Some Minor Difficulties Prevent All Granite 
Cutters Returning to Work.

Buston, May 2.—In almost every dis- 
trict in New England where journeymen 
of the building trades have organized 
for mutual protection, the eight-hour day 
became the established scale yesterday, 
and the conceding of this great boon 
on May day was with little friction, and 
only a few strikes. Shorter hours, and, 
in many increased wages, 
have been granted here and there during 
the past few months, but it was not until 
yesterday that the full extent of this 
movement, so satisfactory to laboring 
men, was realized.

Evening. 


The conference between the Granite 
Manufacturers’ and Cutters’ Commit- 
tees Tuesday afternoon did not result 
in a settlement of the strike as was an- 
ticipated. In fact the meeting can be 
said to have been without result. 

The two committees met at 2 o'clock 
with Andrew Milne as chairman. The 
Cutters new pro-

The hearing by the Buard of Health 
on the charges made against the In- 
spector of Plumbing by G. B. Bates, 
Tuesday night, came toa sudden end. 
Just where the matter now stands is 
an open question. According to the 
by the Board of Health 
leave to with- 


vote passed 
Mr. Bates was given 
draw, and that ends it, says the board. 

According to Mayor Hall's view that 
vote did not dispose of the charges, but 
simply the hearing of Tuesday night. 

When the meeting or hearing was 
called to order, there was present be- 
sides the Board of Health, Mayor Hall, 
Inspector Keniley and his counsel, Law- 
yer McAnarney, anda large gathering 
of spectators. Mr. Bates asked that as 
this was a public hearing the charges 
be read. 

This request was complied with, and 
they were read by Dr. Dion, the sec- 
retary of the board. 

Mr. Bates then said he was present 
Monday night, but found no one else. 
He was surprised that no hearing was 
to be held. Again today, he had ne 
notice of this hearing until night. 

Mr. McAnarney—Your receiving no 
notice that the hearing was postponed 
Monday night was due to your own 
employes for I telephoned your office 
Monday noon, and the message was re- 
ceived by some one there. 

Mr. Bates—It looks as though Mr. 
McAnarney was running the Board of 
Health. 

Chairman Gay—*'That will do for 
that kind of talk Mr. Bates. You may 
go on with your hearing.’’ 

Mr. Bates read an abstract from the 
inaugural of Mayor Hall, and said, I 
now wish to give a few remarks on 
practical plumbing and define’ the 
duties of the Board of Health. 

Mr. MeAnarney—<Are we here to hear 
the duties of the Board of Health de- 
fined, or to hear the charges? 

Chairman Gay—‘ We are here to hold 
an investigation. ’’ 

Mr. Bates read a paper in which he 
said among other things. In this mat- 
ter of appointments, the Mayor cannot 
consider the paying of political debts 
or the yielding to political influence or 
future promise. I sincerely believe 
that the Mayor meant what he said in 
his inaugural address in regard to 
appointments, and the office of plumbing 
inspector, and I do not believe that he 
will yield to political pressure or un- 
due influence, contrary to his own 
good judgment. It is impossible for 
me to bring these houses here, and I 
can not bring the City Treasurer, or the 
Board of Health with their books. I 
ask for an investigation and I expect 
to get it. I want you to go and see 
these places. 

Chairman Gay—‘'The board wrote 
you as to what you wanted, and you 
made no reply. We are now ready to 
listen to your charges, but shall ex- 
amine no work.’’ 

Mr. Bates—I want you to go and ex- 
amine the work. You know the mean- 
ing of the word investigation. 

Chairman Gay—We shall examine no 
work. 

Mr. Bates—Then 
where it is. 

Chairman Gay—We are here to inves- 
tigate Have you witnesses here? 

Mr. Bates—Yes. 

Chairman Gay—Then bring them for- 
ward and we will hear them. 

Mr. Bates—I will not, sir.

The Rev. Robert R. Kendall of Wey- 
mouth Heights presented the report of 
the work of the churches which showed 
37 churches, with a total membership 
of 6155: added during the year, 342 ;re- 
moved during the year, 260; removéd 
last year, 241; gained during the year, 
82. Fifteen churches report a net loss, 
and 2lanet gain. Every church re- 
ports a Sunday School, with a total 
membership of 875% Thirty-four 
churches report Y. P. 8.

Thirty-five churches report a total of 
$20,153 in benevolences. Two churches 
with a joint membership of 106, report 
hy benevolences, Thirty-seven churches 
report expenses at $111,988.

week. While the temperature has not 
gone low enough to seriously injure vege. 
tation it has remained low enough to 
Stunt its development. In many cases 
farmers, with soil prepared for seeding, 
have hesitated to sow. Though there is 
little frost in the ground it is not warm 
enough in higher latitudes to prevent 
many varieties of seed from rotting 
Clouciness and north winds have re- 
tarded the growth of foliage and vege- 
tation generally. In the three northern 
States of the section there has been con- 
siderable preliminary work accom- 
plished. Only a small percentage of the 
plowing in northern New England hag 
been done# and practically no gratia has 
been sown. 

In Massachusetts, Rhode Island and 
Connecticut plowing and planting con- 
tinues, the week being especially fav- 
orable for the former. Young stock is 
feeding on pasture land, but the grass 
alone is insufficient food and must be 
Supplemented from barns and granaries. 

Winter grain continues in good con- 


dition. There has not been as much 
Seeding during the week as was ex- 
pected. High winds interfered some- 
what with broadcast sowing. No corn 
has been planted yet. The oat fields of 
Connecticut are almost all sown. A few 
are green, but making slow growth. 
Little spring grain has been sown in 


Massachusetts, and none farther north. 

Reports confirm the favorable outlook 
for the grass crop. While the cold 
weather delays early pasture, the grass 
is thrifty and promising. 

With one exception the correspondents 
report that the fruit buds are uninjured. 

Nearly all the potato crop has been 
planted in Rhode Island. Some aspara- 
gus has been marketed in that state. No 
reports of losses through frost have been 
made, though onions, peas and turnips 
have been set in all portions of the sec- 
tion. It is stated that there ‘will bea re-

For an Early Settlement of 
the Strike. 


The New Proposition of 
Manufacturers 


Is _Favorably Received by 
Cutters’ Committee. 


The conditions for an early settle- 
ment of the strike in the Granite 
industry in Quincy, which has now 
been on nine weeks, are very favorable 
and it is believed that on Monday next 
the men will return to work. All 
depends, however, on the action taken 
by the Cutters’ Union at a mass meet- 
ing- being held this afternoon. The 
two committees, representing the 
Manufacturers and Cutters, met in 
conference Wednesday evening, at the 
rooms of the Granite Manufacturers’ 
Association in the Durgin-Merrill 
block. 

At this meeting, as 
Wednesday's Ledger, the Manufac- 
turers’ Committee submitted a new 
proposition for a settlement to the 
Cutters. This proposition was favor- 
ably received by the Cutters’ Com- 
mittee, who expressed themselves as 
perfectly satisfied. They did not have 
full power tu settle, however, but 
stated that they would submit the 
proposition to the Cutters at a mass 
meeting to be held Thursday afternoon. 
With that understanding the conference 
adjourned until Friday evening. At 
the request of the Cutters’ Committee 
the terms of the proposition submitted 
by the manfuacturers was not made 
public, and will not be until after it is 
acted upon by the unions. 

From what can be learned it is be- 
lieved that the proposition made by the 
Manufacturers was for a minimum of 
33 cents for eight hours and a certain 
per cent. increase on the bill of prices 
and the agreement when signed to run 
for a term of years,

Increase of 1899-1900 Exceeded 
That of 1898-1899. 


The number of ncw pupils in the 
lowest grade of our public schools on 
the opening day was 187. This num- 
ber was increased during the two 
weeks when new pupils could enter to 
221, making the total number of pupils 
in the Quincy public schools, April 
27, 4,837. In April, 1398, there were 
4,533, and in April, 1899, there were 
4,675. While the gain from 1898 to 
1899 was 142, the gain from 1899 to 
1900 was 162. The gain would have 
been larger but for the closing of the 
Willard, 

The number of new five years old is 
as follows: Adams, 8; Coddington, 
20; Gridley Bryant, 28; John Hancock, 
36; Lincoln, 26; Massachusetts Fields, 
16; Quincy, 18; Washington, 16; 
Willard, 41; Wollaston, 12. 

The John Hancock is the 
crowded building in the city,as the two 
lowest rooms have 72 each and the next 
two 71 each. 

The Lincoln has secured temporary

The Coddington ,is crowded in all 
the primaries, and Grade V has 71 
pupils. The average per room is 53 and 
in this respect is second to the John 
Ilaucock.

NICARAGUA CANAL BILL PASSED. 
Language of Original Bill For Fort-fication of 
the Canal Is Eliminated. 
Washington, May 3.—The debate on the 
Nicaraguan bill became very warm yes- 
terday afternoon when Mr. Hepburn at- 
tacked Mr, Cannon for his opposition to 
the canal and the methods employed. 
Mr. Hepburn announced with great 
emphasis that the man who said he was 
Hot sincerely working for the canal lied, 
and added that if it were parliamentary 
to do it, he would say that the man who 
attempted to give currency to that 
charge by its repetition was aliar. Great 
excitement prevailed, for this plainly 
meant Mr. Cannon, who promptly arose 
and began by saying he had seen men 
try to play the cuttle-fish act before, but 

that it would not work. 

Mr. Cannon then read from what he 
said about Hepburn, maintaining that 
the qualifications in his phrases relieved 
him from any such charge, and conclud- 
ing: “I dismiss the whole matter. On 
sober second thought the gentleman 
from Iowa, when his partisanship for 
this bill has had time to cool, will see 
that his temper rather than his judg- 
ment has inspired his attack upon me 
yesterday and today.” 

The house, at the conclusion of the 
debate, passed the bill by the over- 
whelming vote of 225 to35. Allattempts 
to retain in the bill the language of the 
zinal bill for the fortification of the 
ranal and to still further strengthen the 
language on that line were balked. and 
the victory of Mr. Hepburn and the com- 
mittee was complete. A motion to re- 
commit the bill, with instructions to re- 
port back another bill, leaving the selec- 
tion of the route to the president, was 
buried under an adverse vote of 52 to 171.

Compromise Meat Inspection Bill. 

Berlin, May 3.—The terms of the meat 
inspection bill in the compromise form 
are made public. Cunned and 
Sausages are prohibited entrance im- 
mediately. Until the end of 1903 fresh 
meats are permitted to enter only in 
whole carcasses or halves, including the 
lungs, heart, kidneys and, in case of 
cows, the fidder attached.

CHICAGO PLATFORM ENDORSED. 


New Hampshire Gemocrats Declare Theit 
Allegiance to Bryan and Silver. 

Concord, N. H., May 3.—At the state 
convention of the Democratic party here 
yesterday, to choose delegates to the 
national convention at Kansas City, reso- 
lutions were adpoted unqualifiedly and 
unreservedly indorsing the Chicago plat- 
fortn of 1896, in whole and in detail, and 
declaring unwavering fidelity and ad- 
herencetothesame. They denounce the 
Republican party for its abandonment of 
bimetallism, “its enactment of a gold 
standard law at the command of the 
money kings, and its absolute surernder 
to the national banks of the control of the 
currency. 

“We denounce the Republican party 
for intlicting upon the nation, under false 
pretences, a policy of colonial conquest. 

“We believe in free trade and every 
other constitutional guaranty for Porto 
Rico, and independenge for Cuba and 
the Philippine islands a8 soon as they are 
eapable of self-government. 

“We denounce the Republican party 
for fostering and protecting the criminal 
trusts, which, demanding the whole field 
of American industry, are forcing untold 
millions of tribute from the laboring 
masses to swell the coffers of piutocracy. 

“We favor the adoption of a constitu- 
tional amendment providing for the 
election of United States senators by 
direct vote of the people. To put anend 
to the monstrous evils of Republican ad- 
ministration and to secure the reforms 
that are necessary if we are to maintain 
a government of, for and by the people, 
we invite the co-operation with the 
Democratic paftiy in the coming cam- 
paign of all patriotic citizens, under the 
lead of the greatest of living Americans, 
William Jennings Bryan, to whom we 
pledge the support of the delegates this 
day elected.” 

The convention then proceeded to vote 
by ballot for delegates, and the follow- 
ing were elected: True L. Norris, Jere- 
miah J. Doyle, Samuel B, Page and 
Henry O. Kent.

The accused was tried for the murder of 
Mrs. King in the perpetraticon of a 
criminal assault, and he confessed that 
he committed the crime. The jury ren- 
dered a verdict of guilty of murder in 
the first degree. The case was appealed 
to the supreme court on the ground that 
there were errors in the rulings, but, ac- 
cording to the opinion of the court, no 
error existed.

Shorter Hours and Better 
Wages in Quincy. 


The Granite Cutters 
Strike Terminated. 


Men Likely to Return to 
| Work on Monday. 


It was good news to the people of 
Quincy, that the Ledger announced 
Thursday in an extra issued at 4 


j o'clock, This was, that the action 
| taken at the meetings of the Granite 
Cutters’ Unions held that afternoon 


practically meant that the strike of 
the granite industry in Quincy, which 
had been on since the first of March, 
was settled, and that the would 
return to work at an early day. 

The first step in the final settlement 
was taken at a meeting of the Granite 
Manufacturers’ Association Tuesday 
night. At this meeting a new proposi- 
tion was drawn up, which was pre- 
sented to the Cutters* Committee at a 
conference held Wednesday evening. 
This proposition was favorably re- 
ceived by the Cutters’ Committee, who 
not having power to settle asked an 
adjournment that the proposition 
might be presented to the unions for 
ratification. This was done, the time 
for the next conferencce being fixed for 
tonight. 

Thursday afternoon,the two branches 
of the Cutters met. The West Quincy 
branch at Farnum’s hall, and the South 
Quincy branch at Doble’s hall. Both 
of these branches voted to accept the 
proposition as submitted. 

This proposition in brief was for an 
eight-hour day, and a minimum price 
of 55 cents per hour. The bill of prices 
to be increased 14 per cent. The 
agreement to run for three years. 

At the expiration of that time any 
differences to be settled by arbitration 
without suspension of work. 

During the two months the men have 
been out they have stood firm for a 
minimum price of 35 cents per hour, 
and the final agreement reached has 
been a compromise on the part of both 
the Manufacturers and men. 

Without doubt the settlement in 
Quincy is better than that of Barre, 
Vt., Quincy’s greatest competitor, 
The settlement there was fora 35 cent 
average. Quincy Cutters have always 
been against an average price, claiming 
that it meant no price at all, and an 
attempt to settle here on an average 
price would never be successful. 

Another advantage Quincy has gained 
is that the settlement reached means 
three years of uninterrupted business. 
This also is a great advantage over 
other granite centres, where the settle- 
ments made are but for one year or less 

While the manufacturers and men 
regret the nine weeks’ idleness they 
believe that as a whole it has brought 
about good results, for it was better to 
be idle during these weeks than to 
have reached an early settlement which 
would have extended over only one 
year. No one rejoices over the settle- 
ment of the labor difficulty more than 
do the business men of the city who 
have had a material falling off in busi- 
ness since the strike commenced. Just 
when the men will return to work has 
not been decided. That matter, how- 
ever, will probably be settled tonight 
when the two eommittees hold another 
conference to sign the agreement. The 
indications are, however, that Monday 
the men will be marching back to the 
sheds, and many of our citizens who 
have sought employment in other 
places will be returning to Quincy. 
Tho cutters have secured better wages 
and shorter hours,

Public Spirited Women, | 
A striking tribute to the growing in- 
fluence of women in elevating the 
standards of the community was paid 
by a Hartford clergyman. The Rey. 
E. DeF. Miel was speaking upon the 
duty of taking an interest in publie af- 
fairs and declared that the most press- 
ing need of that city today is organized 
public opinion. He held that there is 
no necessity of more laws or of better 
statutes, but of a sentiment which will 
insist upon the enforcement of the 
present ordinances, particularly those 
relating to public morals.

Importance of Drainage. | 
Sandy and gravelly soils, allowing the 
underground water to drain out freely,

Its stony or 
depressions underlie a soil and 
thereby cause it to retain water perma- 
nently. This stagnant water under the 
Surface causes a sandy, loamy or other 
soil to be unbealthful. With clay soils 
great importance attaches to careful 
drainage, so adapted that no water 
stands in the ground. Rocky founda- 
tions always should have the water that 
comes to them drained off. Even the 
firmest rocks when dry take up and re- 
tain moisture. Ordinary soil can hold a 
large amount of water by means of their 
innumerable particles. When drainage 
is defective, this ground water is not 
freshened, and an excess of water is

(From the Parker-Patriot.]

In speaking of Col. Parker’s work, 
I want to speak from the standpoint 
of the mother. The average mother 
is not very learned on pedagogical 
subjects, but she has a pretty clear 
idea of the way in which her child 
is being treated; she may not know 
Whether he is being taught according 
to sound educational principles or 
not, but knows very well 
whether his teacher is kind to him; 
whether the child is learning reluc- 
tantly or eagerly; and whether his 
school training is helping him to be 
a good boy or making him 
difficult to manage.

There was scarcely 
atopic of every day speech which 
did not eall forth observations which 
proved that their litle brains and 
senses were alive and extremely 
active. 

But it was not only my own chil- 
dren, who were, of course, the best 
children in the world, and easy to 
teach, but my neighbor's children, 
who had their little faults, and some 
incorrigible children I know of, who 
all showed that the school was really 
working out a method of helping 
children that was universally appli- 
cable. There was one case I remem- 
ber, that of a boy cursed with an 
ungovernable temper. He had no 
inheritance to boast of, and no home 
training. At the time I first heard 
of him, he had been expelled from 
several schools, and was just out 
from serving his second term in 
the Bridewell. At the last 
he had attended, he had run amuck 
through the school yard with an 
open knife in his hand, intent on 
hurting whatever terrified child fell 
in his way. Col. Parker at the time 
was in the very midst of one of his 
hardest tussles with a refractory 
school board, and it was of the first 
importance that the school should 
be in shape at all hours to bear the 
inspection of visiting committee 
and curious reporters. The Colonel 
was warned that if he had the in- 
terests of the school at heart, he 
should refuse to take that boy. 

“JT have the interests of the boy 
at heart,” said the Colonel, and took 
him. 

He was put into a room without a 
word of warning to the teacher. 
She did not know but what he was 
the whitest and meekest of lambs. 
She wondered a little why the 
Colonel lingered during the morning 
inspection of her room, but she 
didn’t discover the reason for a long 
time. At last, the Colonel asked her 


how the new boy got on. 


school 


* Oh, all right,” she said, “as soon 
as we learned his pecularity.” Then 
she went on to say that the first 
time he had taken to throwing 
things around the room, they had all 
been considerably astonished, and 
had contented themselves with dodg- 
ing the missiles. Afterward she 
had made him a subject of special 
study, with the result that she soon 
discovered the symptoms which pre- 
ceded an attack, and the provoking 
vauses. Thereafter, when she knew 
he was on the verge of losing his 
seant stock of self-control, she sent 
him on an errand, if possible one 
taking him out of doors; or she 
found work for him in the manual 
training room, or in the gymnasium. 
The rising flood of nervous energy 
worked itself off in bodily activity. 
The result apparent a few 
months later. The room went ona 
sleigh ride. This boy, the black 
sheep of the happy flock, steod in 
the middle of the long sleigh, cheer- 
ing with all his might. Envious 
boys on the sidewalk began snow- 
balling the children. He sprang out, 
with others of the boys, and joined 
gaily in the defence. Suddenly an 
ice-ball, hard as stone, hit him full 
in the face. The watchful teacher, 
helpless in the crowded sleigh, saw 
with, dismay the ominous red flood 


was 


his face. He raised his arm to 
strike. The look in his face was 
murderous. Then he met the 


teacher's eye.- All the children were 
looking at him. He knew what that 
look meant ; it was the concentrated 
force of public opinion. Slowly his 
arm sank to his side, the flush faded 
from his face, and without a word 
he mounted the sleigh and sat down 
among the children. 

In another instance, a boy had his 
bright intellect dimmed almost to 
idiocy by an attack of scarlet fever. 
The parents were advised to send 
him to an asylum for the feeble- 
minded,but Colonel Parker objected, 
the boy ought to come back to 
school, live in his accustomed sur- 
roundings and have the dimmed 
impressions of his former school 
life renewed from day today. The 
child came. At first he was 
searcely able to speak, and not at all 
ut little by little his 
mind came back, under the kind 
and scientific treatment it received, 
until at lasthe was able to graduate, 
not brilliantly, it is true, but ina 
way that proved he had powers 
sufficient to make him a good and 
useful man. Meanwhile the children 
who had been his companions during 
the four years of his convalescence 
had learned valuable lessons of 
patience, toleration and gentleness. 
They knew by actual experience the 
duty of the strong to the weak. 

These are only a few of the many 
instances in which the school 
abounded, instances going to prove 
what an enlightened love of 
children do, even in a pub- 
lic school, where rigid courses 
of study and uniform rules bind 
the teacher. It makes those of us 
who had children in the Cook 
County Normal school almost hold 
our breath when we think what is 
before the children who will be so 
fortunate as to attend the Chicago 
Institute, a school founded in order 
that all these beneficent activities 
may have free play.

Senate Passes Arny Approp iation Bill and 
‘Free Home Bill’ Passes the House. 
Washingion, May 4.—The senate yes- 


terday adopted the resolution of Mr. 


| Hoar to take up the resolution of the 


committee on elections, declaring that 
Mr. Clark of Montana was not duly elect- 
to the senate, and then postponed 


| consideration of the question for a week. 


The army appropriation bill, after 


| some spirited debate, was passed without 


division. 

The day closed with the passage of a 
number of private pension bills. 

The house without division passed the 
“free home” bill, which has been pend- 
ing before congress for a number of 
years. The bill provides that the gov- 
ernment shall issue patents to actual 
bona fide settlers on agricultural lands 
of Indian reservations opened to settle- 
ment. These lands were taken up by 
settlers who contracted to pay from 
$1.25 to $3.75 an acre. 

By the terms of the bill the govern- 
ment assumes the payment of the pur- 
chase price to the Indians, and changes 
the existing law relative to agricultural 
colleges so as to insure the payment of 
the endowments which heretofore have 
come out of the sale of public lands, in 
These payments in- 
volve $1,200,000 annually. Of the 40,- 
900,000 in Indian reservations 
opened to settlement, for which the gov- 
ernment is to pay or has paid $35,000,000, 
about 8,000,000 acres have been taken, and 
about 2,000,000 are supposed to be still 
available for agricultural purposes.

Thinks Boers In the Wrong. 

Chicago, May 4.—At the Methodist con- 
ference here, Bishop Hartzell pleaded 
the cause of the Briton in the Transvaal 
before an audience that almost filled the 
Auditorium.

Detroit, May 4.—The Republican state 
convention met here yesterday and 
elected four délegates-at-large to the 
national convention.

The resolutions un- 
qualifiedly and unequivocally endorse 
the administration of President McKin- 
ley and congratulate the country ‘‘on its 
happy and prosperous condition, 
brought about as a direct result of the 
application of Republican principles 
and policies to the affairs of govern- 
ment.” 

Ambassador White on the Meat Bill. 

Berlin, May 4.—Ambassadur White

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TWO HUNDRED AND FIFTY DEAD. 


Many of ‘h> Victims of Scofield Disaster May 
Have to Be Cremated. 

Sait Lake, Utah, May 4.—The number 
Qf lives lost in the coal mine explosion 
St Scofield is now placed at 250. Forty 
dead were found in one heap, and there 
is hardly a doubt that all those who are 
yet left in the mine have perished. 

Comparatively few of the men re- 
covered were killed by the explosion. 
The majority having no bruises or 
wounds, had evidently met death by 
asphyxiation, caused by the after-damp 
Succeeding the explosion. The concus- 
sion, however, was so great that five 
men working in the open air around the 
mouth of the mine were severely hurt. 

Every house in Scofield without <xcep- 
tion is a house of mowrning. The em- 
ployes of the mine were mostly Ameri- 
can born, with a few Scotch ani Welsh. 
The dead men were nearly all married. 
Fathers and sons worked in the aines, 
and in not a few instances families have 
lost their entire membership. One fam- 
ily lost eight members. The nine itself 
is a wreck and the loss financiully can 
hardly be estimated. Subscription I'sts 
for the relief of the widows and orphans 
have been opened and the pubiic is re- 
sponding liberally. 

There are not enough coffins in the 
camp to bury the dead, the bodies are 
rapidly decomposing and it has been sug- 
gested that cremation may have to be 


resorted to. One hundred and fifty 
bodies are now ready for the woffins. 
Many of the bodies will be buried in 


military fashion in two long trenches 
now being dug on Cemetery hill 

The inquest was begun vesterday at 
the residence of the late John Hunter, 
who was killed in the mine. The jury 
did not go into the controversy as to 
what caused the disaster, but simply 
found that Hunter met his death in the 
mine through an explosion. State Mine 
Inspector Thomas testified that it was 
his opinion that the explosion was caused 
by a “tight heavy shot.” He said the 
mine was free from gas. He had ex- 
amined the place where it was claimed 
powder had been stored, and it was plain- 
ly evident that the explosion started 
where the powder was stored, as the 
hodies taken from that point were badly 
burned. 


Welcr med by Westerners. 


£t. Louis, May 4.—Amid the firing of 
cannon, the shrieking of whistles and 
the huzzas of a vast concourse of en- 


thusiastic people, Admiral Dewey be- 
came the guest of the city of St. Louis 
last evening, and thousands of people 
paid tribute to the hero or Manila. Few 
stops were made between Jacksonville 
and St. Louis by Admiral Dewey's train, 
but at every station along the route 
cheered, waved flags and 
shouted greetings. At Jacksonville Ad- 
miral Dewey was the guest of the Grand 
Army of the Republic of Illinois, which 
is holding its annual encampment there, 
and he was given an enthusiastic recep- 
tion.

THE NEW THIN THINGS. 


Lawns, Dimities, Organdies, Etc, 
and How They Are Made Up. 

The Lenten season has some consoling 
features even from fashion’s point of 
view since sackcloth and ashes have 
ceased to be literal quantities. New 
materials for gowns and hats are al- 
ready emphatically in sight, and be- 
tween devotions and Lenten lectures 
the whole plan for the summer cam- 
paign of dress can be mapped out and 
all the old gowns remodeled for future 
use. 

It is quite evident that the tucked 
skirt is going to prevail among the new 
thin gowns. All the new materials 
adapt themselves very gracefully to 
this mode of treatment with the pret- 
tiest possible effect, but there is noth- 
ing else quite so practical for the 
lawns, dimities, organdles and wash 
gowns of all kinds. First, the skirt is 
gored or shaped to fare at the hem, 
which is a very important feature, and 
then the tucks are stitched in up and 
down, variously arranged in groups or 
set in evenly all around, beginning at 
either side of a narrow front or meet- 
ing directly in front, as you like. In 
either case they turn toward the front 
and may meet again on the side if the 
box plait fills in the space at the back. 


GAUZE GOWN WITH PUFFED TRIMMING, 
Some of these cotton gowns have a 
decided box plait in the center of the 


back, while others are tucked all 
around and gathered directly in the 
center for two or three inches. One 
pretty model in dimity has the half 
iuch tucks, with little spaces between 
them, all around except across the nar- 
row front. They are stitched déwn to 
within about 15 or 16 inches from the 
hem, where they flare out. The lower 
portion is trimmed with three narrow 
ruffles of dimity edged with narrow 
lace and headed with a lace edged 
ruche. 

Other skirts are tucked in groups of 
three, five or seven very narrow tucks, 
with wide spaces between the groups 
running up and down above the ruffles. 
A band of lace insertion sometimes 
stripes the space between, with very 
pretty effect. Lace Insertions without 
tucks are also used in perpendicular 
lines to trim plain and flowered or- 
gandies and encirele the skirt in two 
or three rows above the ruffles as well. 
Some of the ruffles, if not in the nar- 
rowest widths, are shaped partially 
circular, so they require very little, if 
any, fullness at the top. 

Another feature of trimming muslin 
gowns is the use of very narrow valén- 
ciennes lace insertion, both black and 


white being employed in the same 
gown in alternate rows. It is set In 


around the skirt and bodice in both 
waved and straight lines, possibly four 
or five rows above three tiny ruffles 
and a two inch space between them. 

A pretty model for gauze, mousseline 
or point d’esprit bas a transparent lace 
yoke and sleeves and full puffings, 
which stand ont after the manner of a 
shirred tuck around the skirt. Heavy 
lace is the finish around the hem. 

One encouraging feature of the or- 
gandie gowns is that they are not nec- 
essarily made over silk. -Organdie not 
quite so fine in quality is used for the 
foundation dress, says the New York 
Sun, from which are gleaned these 
fashions and illustration.

THE PARABLE. 

Christian growth is here illustrated 
in the parable of “The Growth of the 
Seed.” In this parable Jesus likens 
lthe king@om of God to a man who 
}should cast seed into the’ ground and, 


of life, sleeping at night and working 
by day, the seed meanwhile growing 
he knows not how. First appears the 
blade, then the ear, then the full corn, 
which is harvested. 

THE INTERPRETATION. 

The sower is Christ and His minis- 
ters; the soil is the human heart; the 
seed is the word of God; the growth is 
spiritual development; the 
Christian character; the harvest is at 
the end of the world, when at the sec- 
ond coming of Christ the harvest shall 
be gathered in. The only place where 
there is any difficulty in the interpreta- 
tion of this parable is in reference to 
the man who plants the seed. It must 
refer to both Christ and His ministers. 
It cannot be said of Christ that He does 
bot know how the seed grows, nor can 
it be said of man that he gathers the 
harvest; hence the man who plants the 


seed must include both Christ and 
Christian workers. It is well also to 
remember that leaving the seed to 


grow alone does not mean careless neg- 
lect. It is its nature to grow unaided 
by man.

L E G : A P i | C, Populists at Cincinnati eanweniion Will Keep 


in the Middle of the Road. 

Cincinnatl, May 7—The advance 
workers for the national convention of 
middle-of-the-road Populists, which 
will meet on Wednesday, have arrived. 
They are all opposed to fusion. J. A. 
Parker, secretary of the national com- 
Mittee of the. national middle-of-the- 
roaders, who has been here several 
weeks arranging for the convention 
Was joined by many others Sunday. 
They claim they represent a Jarge ma- 
jority of the People’s party; that in the 
contests at state conventions the Sioux 
Falls fusionists carried less than 300 of 
the 5 delegates, and that the conven- 
tion at Sioux Falls this week will be one 
of excursionists with a minority of dele= 
gates, as they claim that over two- 
thirds of the delegates were instructed 
Ly their states for the Cincinnati con- 
vention, which will “kep in the middle 
of the road.” They also claim that their 
call is in accord with the Omaha rule of 
1882, excluding all officeholders, and 
charge that the Sioux Falls convention 
is in charge of Senators Butler, Allen 
and Pettigrew and other officeholders, 
the same as Republican and Democratic 
conventions. Said Mr. Parker: 

“The Sioux Falls convention cannot 
deliver a vote to Bryan that would not 
go to him as the regular Democratic 
nominee. Any action the Sioux Falls 
convention may take will only embar- 
rass Bryan and give his enemies in the 
Democratic party a chance to hammer 
him. He would be much stronger as a 
thorough Democratic candidate than as 
a fusien candidate, and if the leaders of 
the Sioux Falls convention were really 
for Bryan they would go about the mat- 
fer In a Way to accomplistt his election. 
They would openly join the Democratic 
party and help to elect its nominees.” 


Asked about the charge of Senator 
Pettigrew that Senator San was 
helping the convention Mr. ‘arker 
Suid: “It is faise. The fusion ie rs

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WAS IN CLEVELANO’S CABINET. 


Death of William C. Endicott, Who Filled the 
Office of Secretary of War. 

Boston, May 7.—William Crowninshield 
Endicott, secretary of war in Cleveland's 
first cabinet, died at his home, Newbury 
Street, Sunday, of pneumonia, after an 
lliness of but two days, He was 73 
years old. 

Although Mr. Endicott’s system had 
been somewhat enfeebled by an attack 
ef the grip from which he suffered last 
winter, he had been in apparently good 
bodily health up to last Wednesday, 
When he was taken ill and pneumonia 
developed, the disease reaching its most 
acute form Saturday evening, at which 
time it wes feared by his attending 
physician that the patient could not live 
through the night. He rallied slightly, 
however, but during Sunday his respira- 
tion gradually grew weaker, and about 
5 o'clock he passed away. 

With him, at the end, were his wife and 
his son, William C. Endicott, Jr. The 
funeral arrangements have not yet been 
determined, except that the funeral will 
be private, and that burial will be in 
Salem. Mr. Endicott’s daughter is the 
wife of Joseph Chamberlain, English 
secretary of state for the colonies. 

Mr. Endicott had resided in this city 
for the past four years, having a sum- 
mer residence in Danvers, Mass. Previ- 
ous to that time his home was in Salem, 
where he was born, in 1826, and where, in 
1850, he married Ellen, daughter of 
George Peabody, the well-known philan 
thropist. 


In Ne-d 0! Peirforcements. 

London, May 7.—The colonial office 
has received the following dispatch from 
Governor Hodgson of the gold coast 
colony, dated Kumassi, April 27: “The 
Situation has changed for the worse. 
On April 25 a force was sent to clear the 
rebel forces to the eastward. Four 
members of the constabulary were 


killed, ard a large number of the rebels 
were killed or wounded. On April 25 the 
Ashantis surrounded the town in great 
force, probably 10,000, and made a de- 
termined attack. The Ilausas were 
obliged to evacuate the cantonment and 
to concentrate around the fort The 
engagement lasted four hours. Twenty 
of our native allies and two Hausas were 
killed. The present occupants of the 
fort number 358, inclusive of 18 Euro- 
peans, six of Whom are missionaries. It 
is necessary that further reinforcements 
be sent to the gold coasi.’ 


Se to ‘Face the Music.”’ 

New York, May 7.—Samuel Gompers, 
president of the American Federation of 
Labor, attended the meeting of the Cen- 
tral Federated union, and announced 
that he had come here to openly defy 
the injunction granted by Justice Freed- 
man aganinst the striking cigarmakers, 
which prohibits them from picketing or 
attempting in any way to deter others 
from takin thetr places, and -enjoins 
sympathizers from giving financial aid 
for the puropse of continuing the strike. 

Said Mr. Gompers: “IT am here es- 
vactalty to violate the injunction, Ihave 
done so before, at a distance. Now I 

want to ‘face the music’ if there is any.” 

A Fisherman’s Story. 

South Berwick, Me., May 7.—The au- 
thorities are still scouring the surround- 
ing country for information concerning 
the Fannie Sprague murder. Stover 
Perkins, an Ogunqult fisherman, while 
on his way to Dover with a load of 
lobsters, and when passing by the 
Knight farm, saw the Sprague woman 
leaning out of an open window. When 
crossing a brook about an eighth of a 
mile below the farm he met a tall man 
with a dark moustache, dressed in dark 
clothes, walking along towards the 
Knight place. He says he could identify 
this man should he see him again. 

Killed by a Fall. 

Pawtucket, R. IL, May 7.—William 
Crouch, 33 years old, went to Central 
Falls to attend a secial function, and in 
going through a dark hallway, fell down 
a flight of stairs. His skull was frac- 
tured and he was otherwise injured. 
Death followed shortly after he was 
taken to a hospital. 

Twenty-Fiv> Thousand Men Idle. 

Joliet, Iils., May 7.—The converter and 
billet mills of the Iilinois Steel com- 
pany’s plant here are closed indefinitely, 
as the result of the closing of the Ameri- 
can Steel and Wire company’s mills. 
The steel company’s rod mills closed two 
weeks ago for the samereason. About 
2500 men are idle.

Crompton, R. L., May 7.—Claus Ander- 
son, a Swede, aged 36, who lived at East 
Greenwich, hanged himself in an out- 
building in this village on Sunday.

ENGLAND DENOUNCED, 


Should Not Peddle Us Around 
“as the Tail to Her Kite.” 


Webster Davis Says That 
McKinley Is a Patriot, 


But There Are Men About Him Who Should Be 
Got Rid of as Quickly as Possible. 


New York, May 7.—Webster Davis, 
former assistant s cretary of the in- 
terior, spoke at a meeting last night 
held under the auspices of the New York 
committee to aid the South African re 
publies. He said 

“The great masses of our people da 
sympathize with the Boers. They stand 
for liberty, for civilization, for self gov- 
ernment and for peace. Every effort 
should be put forth by them to bring 
this unholy war in South Africa to a 
close. As Americans we are opposed t 
having our republic held up as a menace 
to foreign countries whose sympathies 
£0 out to the struggling Boers. All for- 
eign countries, since our war with Spain, 
regard America as one of the greatest 
powers in the world. Abroad today 
representates and sympathizers of the 
British government are striving to create 
the impression that a secret agreement 
or alliance exists between our govern- 
memt and that of England We cannot, 
as American freemen, withhold out sym- 
pathies from the farmers of the Trans 
vaal and the Orange Free Siate as they 
chastise those who, in mockery of Brit 
ain’s great principles, and in disgrace 
of her fame, seek to exterminate a civil- 
ized people and to destroy their liberty. 

“We should be ready to hear the cry 
for help from the struggling people. For 
Chamberlain has attempted to dominate 
and dictate in their internal affairs just 
as George III interfered in the affairs 
of the colonies. Indeed, England hag 
trodden truth under foot and trampled 
honor and good faith in the dust And 
were she to conquer the Boers, there is 
no doubt in the world that they would 
be compelled to suffer as the people of 
Ireland have suffered fer centuries 

tritish cruelty is proverbial. And 
yet the British nation poses before the 
world as the great civilizer whose mis- 
sion is to subdue savage tribes and dls- 
seminate the germs of civilization among 
them. According to their theory the 
Boers are savages, and must be civilized 
even if they have to shoot civilizationintc 
them with lyddite guns and dum-dum 
bullets, 

“Numerous have been the instances 
of British cruelty on the battlefields of 
South Africa, such as the abuse of the 
white flag and the firing upon the Red 
Cross. And the conduct of the British 
troops, especially the lancers, has ne 
parallel in modern warfare. 

“The Boers’ love of liberty is as strong 
as that of our own Revolutionary fathers 
and mothers, whose deeds of valor and 
suffering challenged the admiration of 
the world, and made the name ‘American 
the symbol everywhere for freedom and 
equality of rights. 

“England has no right to peddle us 
around through Europe as the tail to her 
kite. 

“That's McKinleyism,” shouted a man 
in the audience. 

“McKinley's all right,” answered Mr. 
Davis. ‘He is a patriot, and the ef- 
fort on the part of the British sympa- 
thizers to connect him with the British 
effort to crush liberty is a crime. Mce- 
Kinley is all right, but there are men 
about him who ought to be got rid of 
as guickly as possible. 

“I wish 100,000 Americans would arm 
themselves and, with an American fleet, 
go to the help of the Boers. If thatis 
not possible we can tell the world that 
we do not sympathize with Great Brit- 
nin, but that we do sympathize with the 
Boers. There is not a grander man 
living today than Paul Kruger, and Cecil 
Rhodes is a scoundrel,” 

Resolutions were adopted tendering 
thanks to the senators who supported 
the resolution expressing sympathy with 
the South African republics, “conjuring 
the president to stand where the chlef 
of a liberty-loving people ought to stand 
with respect to the wicked and barbarous 
war that England, with the basest and 
sordid motives, is waging against the 
heroic people of the South African re- 
publics,” and calling upon the president 
in the interests of humanity and civil- 
ization to invite the great powers of Eu- 
rope to join in a concerted demand on 
Great Britain to stop the war and re- 
spect the rights and independence of the 
South African republics.”

Cutters’ Union was in town; that he 
was displeased with the settlement 
made in Quincy and that be threatened 
to demand the surrender of the charters 
of the Quincy Unions.

This rumor was enough to make a 
black cloud appear in the bright out- 


look for Quincy. It was, however, 
learned later that the National Secre- 
tary did not visit Quincy, and probably 
will not. That he is displeased with 
Quincy’s settlement is, however, a 
fact, and although a photo eiectrotype 
of the Barre, Vt., agreement has been 
published, it is reported that he still 
claims the settlement made there was a 
minimum price. 

Several conferences have been had 
with the National Secretary by the 
Quincey men at the former's Boston 
office, and all possible arguments 
have been used to make Quincy stand 
for a 35 cent minimum. 

The Quincy men, however, realize 
that they have made one of the best 
settlements in New England, and do 
not propose to be bulldozed in  over- 
throwing it now. 

According to the Quincy Cutters the 
threat to demand the surrender of the 
charters of the Quincy branches of the 
Union, if actually made, was an idle 
one. A small place like Stony Creek, 
where a few men are employed, might 
be twisted around to do as the secretary 
desires, but a union like Quincy, which 
is the largest in New England, can not 
be so easily made to bend to the 
demand of the National Secretary. 
They know better than he does what is 
best for them. 

As far as demanding the return of 
the charter is concerned in order to do 
that would require an affirmative vote 
of a majority of the branches of the 
Unions throughout the country. No 
one expects that will be done. While 
Secretary Duncan may be a little 
ruffed, that he was not consulted by 
the Quincy Union, as to what was 
best to do, he will get over it. 

The Quincy men returned to work 
today, with the satisfaction that they 
have five years of uninterrupted labor 
before them, while the other granite 
centres in New England are likely to 
have more trouble, 

Work is being generally resumed this 
morning in the stcne sheds throughout 
the city. Men began to carry their 
boxes of tools back as early as Satur- 
day, so as to be on hand in good season 
this mourning. It will take several 
days, however, before the sheds are 
in full working order, and a month or 
more before each has its full comple- 
ment of men at work.

THE AGREEMENT. 

The agreement signed Saturday pro- 
vides for a settlement for three years, 
from March 1, 1900, without change, 
and an addiitonal two years under an 
arbitration cause, which precludes the 
possibility of any suspension of work. 


‘Price list—A 14 per cent, increase is} 


made on the price list of 1899, and in 
computing same on each item where a 
fraction of a cent appears a whole cent 
is to be allowed. 

Bottom bases—If the top bed of a 
bottom base has to be lowered so that 
the stone will bea required thickness, 
both beds will be paid for.

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ROBBED GOVERNMENT. 


Charles F, W, Neely Is Held on Charge 
of Emb. zz'ement of $36,000, 


Was Connected With Postof- 
fice Department In Cuba. 


Beliet In Havana That Other Officials Had 
a Hand In the Stealings. 


New York, May 8—Charles F. W. 
Neely, ex-treasurer of the postoffice de- 
Partment in Cuba, who left that island 
a week ago last Saturday, was arrested 
at Rochester by Chief of Detectives 
Hayden, charged with embezzlement 
from the government of $36,000, and was 
brought here yesterday. In his posses- 
sion was found $6502 in cash and securi- 
ties and collateral of various natures, 
possibly the remainder of the missing 
$36,000. 

Neely was arraigned before Commis 
sioner Shields, who held him in $20,000 
bail for examination. The complaint, 
which was made by Postuflice Inspector 
King, charged that on April 28 the 
prisoner had embezzled at Havana $36,- 
000 of the funds belonging to the post- 
office department, and again on May $3 
he had secreted the money and had fled 
from Cuba 

Late in the afternoon Neely secured the 
required $20,900 bail, and was released. 

A Havana dispatch says: The papers 
asking for Neely's extradition left for 
the United States yesterday afternoon. 
It is understood that the Fidelity De- 
posit company of Maryland is on his 
bond for $30,000. The announcement of 
the arrest has given the first public in- 
timation that alleged frauds had been 
discovered in the postal department. 
Colonel! Burton had been investigating 
for 10 days; and he found matters in 
such a serious condition that he decided 
to make an immediate personal report 
on the subject to the Washington au- 
thorities. 

It is aseerted on reliable authority 
that since July of last year the govern- 
ment has been defrauded monthly of 
more than $12,000 on stamped paper 
alone. ‘Che culprit or culprits are be- 
lieved to have received $28,000, and to 
have accounted for only $10,000. Dur- 
ing the last four months it is sald that 
Neely’s shortage in the aggregate has 
not fallen below $36,000, and that prior 
to the beginning of this year the average 
was much higher. 

For a long time Neely lived extrava- 
Zautly, lunching and dining at two of 
the most expensive restaurants in Ha- 
vana. It is said that on one occasion he 
perchased specially made underwear at 
$30 a suit. It is not believed, however, 
that he is alone responsible, the theory 
being that, unless others have been act- 
ing in conspiracy with him, he could not 
have concealed his shortage for so long 
a period. As yet there is not evidence 
enough to justify other arrests. 


Is an Indiana Man. 

Washington, May 8.—Charles F. Neely, 
who has been arrested at Rochester, 
charged with embezzling $56,000 of pos- 
ial Cuban funds, was appointed from 
Indiana as chief of the finance division 
in Cuba. He has held no other position 
under the government. Postmaster 
General Smith says that the department 
had begun an investigation in regard 
to Neely some time ago, but that the 
fire+ definite information upon which the 
authorities could act came to their pos- 
session on Saturday. 

Deadlock In Granite Yards. 

Westerly, R. IL, May 8—There is a 
deadlock here in the granite business, 
as the manufacturers of Westerly and 
Niantic have voted to adhere to their 
offer of 33 cents an hour minimum wage. 
One contractor has refused a $50,000 con- 
tract on account of the serious situation 
in the granite yards. There is no hope 
of a speedy settlement. 


Determined Effort to Destroy Property. 

Haverhill, Mass., May 8.—A fire dis- 
covered in the moulding room of Taylor, 
Goodwin & Co., lumber dealers, Mon- 
day night, was the second one of in- 
cendiary origin in a week. The last 
one did $2000 damage. It was started in 
four places and spread to the hayshed. 
The fire a week ago Was set in theshingle 
shed. 


Four Indictments Against Him. 

Manchester, N. H., May 8.—In the cir- 
cuit term of the supreme court, Mon- 
day, Myron H. Stone, a man past middle 
age, waa convicted of making a criminal 
assault upon a 13-year-old girl. Four 
separate indictments for this offense 
were returned against Stone by the grand 
jury. Stone has not yet been sentenced. 


Fall River Strike Still On. 

Fall River, Mass., May 8.—The stone 
cutters’ strike in this city remains un- 
settled, the plant of Beattle & Wilcox, 
the largest in the city, having been shut 
down entirely. John Wilmot, the only 
contractor who has accepted the terms 
of the local cutters, has an unusually 
large force of men at work. 

The Case of Millionaire Hull. 

Albany, May %.—Within 24 hours Gov- 
ernor Roosevelt will render a decision 
on the requisition from Governor Dyer 
of Rhode Island for the extradition of 
George W. Hull, a millionaire mine own- 
er of Arizona, who is charged with per- 
jury, and which requisition he will, in all 
probability, honor.

CONDITION OF CROPS. 


Warm Weather Needed to Force General Veg- 
etation to a Speedy Growth. 

Boston, May 8.—Following is a state- 
ment of the weather and crop conditions 
of New Engiand, compiled from the re- 
ports of weather bureau correspondents 
throughout the section, for the week 
ending May 7: 

The weather Is too cool yet to produce 
a marked change in crop conditions. 
Grass continues to grow, and forest 
trees are beginning to put out leaves, 
thus giving the landscape far more of a 
summer aspect than characterized it a 
week ago. The rains of the first of the 
week checked farm work in the eastern 
portion of the section. These rains not 
being accompanied nor succeeded by 
warm weather did not stimulate great 
growth in vegetation. In the extreme 
north very little grain has been sown. 
The ground is still cold, and on only 
sheltered slopes has any important work 
been done. In New Hampshire and 
Vermont about half the oats has been 
sown. In Massachusetts, Rhode Island 
and Connecticut practically all the oats 
has been sown and, perhaps, one-half 
the fields are green. Itis estimated that 
one-third of the plowing has been done in 
Massachusetts.

Weeks 
actually served about 7% years, the bal- 
ance of his term of sentence having 
been commuted for good behavior.

Hanover, N. H., May 8.—The joint de- 
bate between Dartmouth and Brown, on 
“The Attitude of England In South Af- 
rica,"” was won by Brown, who took the 
negative side of the question: “Re- 
solved: That England's attitude, up to 
the outbreak of hostilities in the present 
controversy with the South African re- 
public, is justifiable.”

Galveston, May 8 —The telegraph 
scrvice to the interior of the state is 
prostrate owing to a serious wind, rain 
and electrical storm yesterday. The 
Brazos river is bank full near Thomp- 
son, and the lowlands for miles on either 
side are flooded. It is reported that the 
storm was of a cyclonic character, but 
details are lacking.

St. Louts, May 9.—A general strike was 
inaugurated on the entire system of the 
St. Louis Transit company at daybreak 
yesterday. No cars were in operation 
Save a few on the Park avenue division.

The suburban line, many of the em-

several cases dragged them off the cars.

|A Thing of en as Well as 
| For Service. 


The new Wollaston Fire station, the 
order for which was passed on its final 
| stage at Monday night's Council meet- 
ing, will be erected on the lot of land 
which the city bought last year, and 
which is located on Beale street at the 
|} rear of the Wollaston hotel. The build- 
ing will be of dark water struck brick, 
laid with wide joints and with a 
header at every sixth course. The roof 


will be of fading green slate, At the 
rear of the building on the hotel side 
there is a hose tower 60 feet high.

As the building is what is technically 
known as a two-way house the en-

building the three _ battleships 


authorized by the last congress. 

It is expected, though the circular 
not specifically state, that the 
same plans will be adopted for the two 
battleships authorized in the pending 
naval appropriation bill. 

The ships will be the largest ever 
constructed for the U. S. navy; in fact, 
they will be as powerful as any craft 
afloat. Their displacement is given‘as 
14,650 tons, their length as 435 feet, 
| breadth at 76 feet, draft 24 feet and 
| speed 19 knots, The endurance of the 
ship at 10 knots is about 10,000 miles.

Vigorous Crusade Against 
Them Started. 


Washington Worse Than 
Chicago and Detroit. 


Responsible for Crime and 
Death. 


Henry H. Faxon is more convinced 
than ever of the evil of cigarette 
smoking. Iva Boston daily he finds 
the following New York dispatch under 
date of May 7—Eighteen-year-old John 
Garrabrant, a cigarette fiend and the 
embodiment of characteristics which 
the criminologists have pointed out 
as belonging to the hereditary criminal 
type, was the murderer of {fifteen-year- 
old Henry Maas, whose body was found 
ina Jersey City coal cellar Saturday 
afternoon. Nine huurs after 
covery of the body,

smoked an averge of eighteen packages 
of cigarettes a day for a long time.

CRUSADE IN 


A. Maurice Low the 
correspondent of tlie 
under date May 7: 

There is going to be a 
crusade in Washington against the 
cigarette. An anti-cigarette league has 
been formed to stop smoking among 
the boys ana girls attending the public 
school. As the result of a couple of 
weeks’ investigation some startling 
facts have come to light. 

Willis Brown, the founder of the 
league, has discovered that smoking is 
more prevalent among the youth of 
Washington than any other city io the 
United States. In one 
located in the most fashionable section, 
he found that out of 27 boys and 10 
girls in the eighth grade 21 boys and 
six girls were smokers. This grade is 
the last before entering the 
school. 

In the fiftb where children 
from 8 to 10 years are usually found, 
out of 33 pupils there were nine male 
and three female users of cigarettes. 
In auother eighth grade schoo] out of 
43 pupils 22 use tobacco in some form. 

Superintendent Powell of the district 
schoo!s made an address to the league 
at a meeting held atthe Congregational 
ehurch this afternoon. He-~-said that 
tobacco was doing more injury to the 
youth of the country than whisky, as 
the use of the former inevitably led to 
the latter. 

The use of tobacco, he 
ruined a child for educational pur- 
poses, and that experienced teachers 
can notice the mental decline of a ehild 
who uses cigarettes. Cigarette smok- 
ing led to truancy and failure in 
studies. Mr. Powell advocated the en- 
forcement of the laws forbidding the 
sale of tobaccyu to minors. 

Willis Brown, the organizer of the 
league, asserted that this city is the 
worst of any he had investigated, not 
even excepting Chicago and Detriot. 
He found the use of tobacco, he said 
more prevalent through the south than 
in the northwest and west. 

He read a letter he had received from 
Probate Judge Henry C. White of Cleve- 
land, in which the statement was made 
that in a majority of the lunacy pro- 
ceedings in which he had officiated the 
direct cause was cigarette smoking. 

A similar communication from Dr. 
Weaver, superintendent of St. Vincent's 
hospital for the insane, at St. Louis, 
was to the effect that insanity was a 
direct result of habitual use of 
cigarettes. 

The superintendent of Illinois state 
reformatury showed that #2 per cent. 
of the inmates were cigarette smokers, 
and that 85 per cent. were confirmed 
** fiends. "’ 

‘*The dealer who sells cigarettes to 
minors,’’ declared .Mr, Brown, ‘is a 
traitor to his country and to society. 
He ruins the hope of all nations—its 
youth, In all my investigaticns I have 
found there were few cigarette smokers 


in high schools. The reason for this is 
that smokers are unable to keep up 


their studies and fall by the wayside.’

THE HONEY MAKERS. 


The best kind of bees to buy are Ital- 
ian. 

The less swarming the more surplus 
honey you will have. 

Drones draw so heavily on the stores of 
honey that many contrivances are now 
used to kill them. 

If two or more swarms cluster togeth- 
er, don’t put them all in one hive, or val- 
uable queens may be lost. 

If hives become daubed up with propo- 
lis, lift out the frames, place them in a 
new hive and clean up the old one. 

Hives should be made so that they can 
be opened without jarring them. Noth- 
ing is more irritating to bees than sud- 
den jars. 

Arrange the apiary so that everything 
may be kept neat and tidy, and do not 
compel the bees to thread their way 
through weeds and grass to get to their 
hives. 

Bees moved in the spring seldom go 
back to their old quarters, for they gen- 
erally mark their location when they take 
their first flight, whether they have been 
moved or not. 

Propolis is a gum or varnish that bees 
collect for varnishing over the inside of 
their hives, filling cracks and crevices, 
cementing loose pieces of the hive togeth- 
er and making things fast.——St. Louis 
Republic.

THE TABLE LINEN. 


The Best For the Ordinary House- 
hold and How to Care For It, 

A thousand times better is it to have 
a good dinner, served on a table simply 
covered with a shining damask cloth, 
the dishes and glasses immaculately 
clean, than a bad one served with lace 
and silver galore. And money has lit- 
tle to do with the matter sometimes. 

Ordinarily the best covering for the 
table is the double satin damask, in 
fair quality costing from $2 to $5 a 
yard. Coverings may cost as high as 
$100, but they do not come within the 
range of ordinary table linen. ‘Those 
patterns are best that are complete— 
that is, bordered all around to suit the 
length of the table—and generally the 
small figures are to be preferred. Hem- 
stitching on table linen is a mistake, as 
it wears badly, but the hem ought to 
be at least two inches deep. The nap- 
kins for formal use must match the 
cloth and may be either three-fourths 
er seven-eighths in size. The very 
largest are not as good form now as 
farmerty. 

The ordinary waitress takes such Iit- 
tle care of table linen that it requires 
good common sense on the part of the 
laundress to wash it properly. First of 
all, every stain from tea, coffee or 
grease must be removed before wash- 
ing. Certain other marks, of iron rust 
or mildew, ought never to appear; but, 
if they do, they require separate treat- 
ment. Fer fruit, tea or coffee stains 
the cloth can be held tightly across the 
top of a pan while boiling water is 
poured over it from a height. For iren 
rust nothing 1s better than javelle wa- 
ter, but it must be prepared carefully, 
used properly and rinsed out quickly. 
For iron rust wetting the spot and ap- 
plying salts of lemon, with good rins- 
ing afterward, will generally be of 
benefit. 

As for the washing, words give but 
little idea of what must be done. Any 
one who is considered competent to at- 
tempt it ought to know bow to do 
it properly, as there are right and 
wrong ways to soap and soak, to rub 
and boil, te rinse and blue. The bluing 
is needed to counteract the tendency 
of the linen toward a yellowish tint. A 
light wind and a warm sun are needed 
to dry the linen prop:rly. It should 
never be hung out when the wind is 
high. 

The sprinkling and folding come 
next, and, while the old fashioned 
method of stretching was of excellent 
service in straightening the cloth, it is 
not 2 necessity. The sprinkling must 
be thoroughly done till every inch is 
wet, and when folded and rolled the 
linen may stand 12 bours, but must not 
be dry in any spot when ready for iron- 
ing. The damp cloth, the hot iron, the 
strong arm and quick movement will 
accomplish wonders, but the pressure 
back and forth must be constant until 
the linen is dry. 

Such care will easily pay for itself to 
any one who sees the figures and lines 
show like satin, and the cloth, smooth, 
glossy and firm, will be a delight to the 
eye and touch.—Table Talk.

For the shamrock edge pattern The

Trefoils. First loop.—*, 4 d 5s, p, °,

directions to end of row. Second row.— 
Join ball and shuttle threads to first p 
of trefoil. Make 4 dss, on ball thread. 
Turn, and on shuttle thread make *, 6 
ds, p, 6d 8, close, *, twice from * to *. 
On ball thread make 4 d s, join to tre- 
foil, 4 ds, turn, and with shuttle 
thread make 6d s, p, 6d 8, close. Re 
peat to end of row. Third row.—Join 
both threads to first p of second row, 3 
ds, p,8ds, p, 3 ds, join to p of sec- 
ond loop, 3 ds, p,3 ds, p, 3 ds, join to 
p in third loop, repeat. 


Decorative Use of Glass Toweling. 

Ordinary linen toweling can be made 
sufficiently decorative for many uses 
other than its original use by working 
groups of curving stitches at the inter- 
sections of the squares. Flax thread 
matching the color of the check or 
plaid may be used, or a harmonizing 
color may be employed. Three eurved 
lines on each side and one central up- 
right give a good effect, says The La- 
dies’ World. Glass toweling embroid- 
ered as suggested will make-a pleasing 
top border for a plain linen curtain 
for the windows in summer or for a 
linen portiere. 


Eges With Fresh Tomatoes 

Melt a tablespoonful of butter. Have 
ready a cupful of fresh tomatoes, peel- 
ed and cut into small pieces. Put 
these into the butter and let them cook 
for three or four minutes, or, uti} they 
soften. When this stage is reached, 
stir In six eggs that have been broken 
into a bowl and beaten just enough 
to mix the whites and yolks well. Cook 
until these have thickened, season and 
serve, says Good Housekeeping. 

Furs and Woolens,

guarding the winter’s furs and feath- 
ers and woolens against moths is to 
begin the work in time. Procrastina- 
tion may mean that the moth eggs are 
deposited before the garment is put

Pawtucket, R. I, May 10.—What 
transpired in front of the Lorraine 
mills last night gave every indication of 
a riot for ithe city officials to look after, 
and while stones and other missiles were 
freely thrown, during a period of about 
30 minutes, the affair terminated with- 
out any serious injury being inflicted on 
anyone. The trouble was precipitated 
by an attempt of the pickets to talk with 
the Italian weavers as they came out 
of the mill, in an endeavor to induce them 
to remain away from the mill, and not 
resume ope ions in th® places made va- 
cant by the striking weavers about four 
weeks ago. 

The pickets were unable to obtain any 
reply from the Italians, and after spirited 
arguments on the part of the pickets had 
failed to bring about the desired re- 
sult, a large number of men, women and 
children commenced to throw stones, 
sticks and mud at the Italians as they 
were about to leave in the barge for their 
home in Providence, 

Deputy Sherif Blanchard, who is em- 
loved by the mill inanagement to pre- 
6erve order about the premises, was so 


roughly handled that he drew his re- 
volver to protect himself from assault. 
The barge then started slowly toward 


but it was again held up as 
Syperintendent Blade of the Lorraine 
mills made his appearance.

We now know bet- 
ter than we did 10 years ago what a risk 
it would be if we gave a disloyal gov- 
ernment in Ireland the power of accum- 
ulating forces against this country. Mr. 
Gladstone shattered his own party so 
that for the moment they are erased 
and a powerless factor in English poli-

tics. -But it must not be imagined that 
the effacement Is likely to be perma- 
nent.” 


“Hereafter external affairs will oc- 
cupy a considerably larger place among 
the problems we have to solve, Not 

because in themselves they 
important. ut, if we look 
see the elements and 
causes of menace and peril slowly ac- 
cumulating and they may accumulate 
to such a point as to require our earnest 
and most uctive efforts to repel them. 

“il am nervous at using language of 
such kind, lest it should be thought lam 
indicating that something is known te 
the foreign office, by pointing out this 
possible danger. But I have no idea 
of that kind. The state of affairsasI 
know it, and so far as the government 
is concerned, is peaceful. It is impos- 
sible to speak too highly of the careful, 
calm neutrality which has been observed 
by all the governments of the world, 

“A certain section of their subjects 
has at the present momenta great pre- 
judice against this country. That 
root of bitterness against Engand, which 
I am unabe to explain, may be mere ca- 
price to satisfy the exigencies of 
journalists, or {t may indicate a deep- 
seated feeling, which, later, we may 
have to reckon with. There can be no 
security nor confidence in the feeling 
or sympathy of other nations, except 
through the efficiency of our own de- 
fense, and the strength of our own right 
arm. Everywhere the power of de- 
fense is increasing, and who knows but 
all these things may be united in one 
great wave to dash upon our shores?” 

The premier then urged the necessity 
of precatuion in time, remarking that the 
material for military aggression was 
yearly increasing in power and efficiency

If once the 
feeling could he propagated that it fs 
the duty of every able-bodied English- 
man to make himself competent to meet 
an invading army, we would have a de- 
fensive force which would make the 
chances of an assailant so bad that no 
assailant would appear.” 

After a resolution, urging British 
subjects to prepare in times of peace 
£0 as to be ready to play their part in time 
of imperial emergency, had been carried 
by acclamation, the meeting adjourned.

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Someone Fired into a St. ‘Louis Crowd and it 
Resulted In Murder. 

St. Louis, May 10.—At 2:50 o’c lock yea- 
terday, a car of the surburban line, havy- 
ing on board 20 police officers, left De 
Hodiament, at the ci ity limifs, for down 
town, A large crowd surrounded the 
Station, but there was no demonstration 
when the car left, a force of 0 police- 
men keeping order. Ten minutes later 
a car on the Kirkwood division of the 
suburban line left De Hodiament witha 
similar guard on board. Six other cars, 
making eight in all, followed the first 
Bent out. These were guardéd by po- 
lice, who had received instructions to 
use their clubs freely if the cars and 
their crews were molested. 

At the close of the day both sides ex- 
Pressed full confidence in the outcome, 
A dynamite cartridge exploded under a 
car on the Meremac Highlands division 
of the Suburban line with great force 
yesterday. The explosion splintered the 
track and damaged the car.

A 
number of shots were fired by unseen 
Persons, but nobody on the car was 
struck by a bullet, 

As a Suburban car was passing the 
Baptist sanitarium last night a number 
of men in the grounds of the institution 
threw stones at the car. Some one op 
the car fired at the crowd, the bullet 
hitting Frank Lebrecht in the breast. 
Lebrecht attempted to enter the sani- 
turium, but fell dead on reaching the 
door, 

One story is that a polleeman on the 
car fired the shot. Dan Donovan was 


piaced under arrest by the _ police, 
charged with firing the fatal bullet. 
Donovan is employed by the railway 
company.

SEWER OUTLET. 


To Be Twice As Far From 
Nut Island. 


Mayor Hall and Others 
Make Inspection. 


Deer Island and Moon Island 
Visited, 


It is now evident to the city 
authorities that it will be a great many 
years befpre the shores of Quincy are 
poluted by the discharge of sewage 
off Peddock’s istand. 

It is now proposed to make the dis- 
charge of the South Metropolitan sew- 
er, to include Quincy, about twice as 
far from Nut island as at first pro- 
posed. This will carry it into deep 
water, and as it will be discharged 
through two pipes whose outlets will 
be several hundred feet apart it will be 
practically two outlets, 


This morning a party of Quincy 
gentlemen prominent in city affairs 


made a trip from Boston down the 
harbor to inspect the different outlets 
now in use. 

In the party were Mayor Hall, Chair- 
man Hil] of the Committee on Sewers 
of the City Council, Councilmen H. M. 
Faxon, E. F. DeNormandie, and 
Thomas Smith; E  W. Branch, the 
engineer of the Sewer Department; C. 
A. Spear,the clerk of the City Council; 
Frank F. Crane, Henry H. Faxon, F. F. 
Green, Frank F. Prescott and others. 

The trip had been arranged by Mayor 
Hall and the Committee on Sewers, 
who secured the valuable services of 
Mr. X. H. Goodnough, the engineer of 
the State Board of Health to. explain 
The steam tug 
fidence, was chartered and an early start 
was made. 

The pumping station at Deer island, 
the outlet forthe Metropolitan North 
was first visited. There was 
offensive not even in 
the gate house where one of the screens 
was raised during the visit. The 
screen catches most of the solids which 
pass through the sewers including dead 
animals, and even paper and rags. Al- 
though the screen was down an hour 
and one-half, all that was canght was 
paper and an orange skin and that 
clean and inoffensive 

The party again embarked and saw 
where the sewage is discharged contin- 
uously into deep water several feet be- 
low the surface. It seen 
where it bubbled up, and the direction 
it took, bat it was soon lost to sight, 

The tug then headed toward Moon 
island. When some distance away the 
presence of the sewage in the water 
could be seenand detected, as it was 
being discharged rapidly on the ebb 
tide. The sewage is stored in basins 
on the island for about ten hours and

not below the surface as at Deer 
Island, but atthe surface, Sea gulls 


were numerous about the outlet. 

The party landed for a few minutes, 
and visited the works and “the basins. 
The latter were being rapidly emptied 
and there was some odor in the 
vicinity and at the chimneys 
the basins and the shore. 

Then the tug steamed to Peddocks, 
and Engineer Goodnough showed where 
it was proposed to have the two pipe 
outlets off the island at considerable 
distance from Houghs Neck. He also 
showed the points tu which the sewage 
might be seen in 25 years. 

The engineer thought none of it 
would ever reach the shores of Great 
Hill or the shores of Quincey bay. On 
the ebb tide it would be carried out to 
sea, and on the flood tide it would en- 
ter the cut between Peddocks and Nut 
islands and would soon be dissipated 
and harmless. ; 

It was just 12 M. when the tug tied 
up at Lewis wharf. It was a cool 
bracing morning for such a trip, and 
the party felt that they secured enough 
fresh air to last them a week, but 
Chairman Hill of the Committee had 
thoughtfully provided hot coffee, sand- 
wiches, cheese and cigars, and on the 
whole it was an enjoyable as well as in- 
structive trip.

blocks in the path of the states which 
have attempted to minimize the com- 
petition of convict made articles with 
like articles made in “free” shops has 
been the unhampered introduction of 
convict made goods from other states. 
This branch of the subject has been es- 
pecially investigated by Representative 
Gardner of the commission. Mr. Gard- 
ner is of the opinion that congress has 
the power to make a law covering the 
point. His idea is that a law should 
be passed by cong sress making goods 
which are the subject of interstate 
commerce subject to the laws of the 
state which they enter provided that 
those laws apply equally to domestic 
products. This would enable the state 


state 
ers of congress to 


commerce a law 


which discriminates against convict 
made goods to discriminate against 


those from other states as well as those 
made at home, but not to impose upon 
those from other states any discrimina- 
tion beyond what applies to such goods 


produced at home. Mr. Gardner has 
been authorized by his associates to 
draw a bill embodying this and several 
other propositions which he thinks are 
worth submitting to the test of the 
courts in order to ascertain whether 


they can be legally carried. 

The commission, in its report submit- 
says that after careful 

the question of con- 
vict labor it has formed the following 
conclusions: 

Provision should be made in the laws 
of each state for the employment of all 
prisoners in productive labor. The 
state should have absolute control of 
the care, punishment, reformation and 
employment of the prisoners as well as 
the disposition of the products of the 
industry. 

The employment of prisoners in pro- 
ductive labor does, of necessity, result 
in competition of some character with 
free labor and industry. The employ- 
ment of prisoners with the intention of 
producing revenue, either for the state 
exclusively or for private individuals 
or corporations and the state jointly, 
tends tu the greatest competition with 
free labor. A system of employ- 
ing prisoners for the purpose of 
producing revenue has a tendency to 
detract from the punitive, reformatory 
and disciplinary features of the pris- 
ous. The employment of prisoners in 
the production of supplies for the main- 
tenance of state, county and municipal 
institutions and the support of the in- 
mates of the same or in work on the 
public buildings or roads tends to the 
least direct competition with free la- 
bor. 

Of the various systems of employing 
sonvicts these under which private in- 
dividuals or corporations are interested 
have resulted in procuring the greatest 
revenue to the state. 

No system of employing convict la- 
bor can be entirely free from the dan- 
ger of abuses in management. The 
most desirable system for employing 
convicts is one which provides prima- 
rily for the punishment and reforma- 


ted to congress, 


tion of the prisoner and the least com- 
petition with free labor and seconda- 
rily for the revenue of the state. Ip 
order to harmonize the antagonistic in 
terests of the different states it is es- 
sential that the industrial operations 
of all the penal, reformatory and elee- 
mosynary institutions in each should 
be under @e supervision of a central 


office. 
The adoption of laws embracing the 
above principles las been retarded by 


the prevailing industrial, economic, so- 
cial and climatic conditions in many of 
the states. These conditions are so di- 
versified and the industrial, moral and 
educational possibilities of the prison 
population differ so widely in the sey- 
eral states that the nis of 
the opinion that it is impracticable for 
all of them to adopt a uniform law for 
the employment of prisoners that 
would be identical in all of its proyi- 
The necessity for uniform legis- 
lation is, however, fully realized. It is 
the only permanent remedy for the 
abuses that exist under the systems 
now prevailing and for the abatement 
of competition with free labor. The 
commission accordingly submits gen- 
eral provisions of law, mainly from 
the New York statute, which are in 
harmony with these conclusions and 
recommends that all, or such of them 
as may be possible, shall be embodied 
in the laws of the different states, with 
such additional provisions as to man- 
agement as may be necessary to meet 
the prevailing social conditions. 

The commission is of the opinion 
that the nearest to a complete remedy 
for the evils of convict labor competi

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WINDOW CLEANING. 


A Scientific Method That Has a Very 
Convincing Sound. 

The windows are to the house what 
the eyes are to the soul 
reveal much or littl. All depends 
on their brightness, their ability to 
transmit light—in the one case phys- 
ical, in the other case metaphysical. 


Nothing is more painful than to find} 


oneself gazing through glass that ob- 
secures half the light available, 
nothing so detracts either from the 
interior or exterior appearance of a res- 
idence, whatever its pretensions, 
dull looking windows. 

It is important to recollect also that 
the best effects in window cleaning 
are not always obtained by those who 
work hardest or longest at the task. 
Often, with plenty of will, the window 
cleaner may fail through lack of right 
direction. This particularly applies 
where the effort is being expended 
over old window panes. 

Glass can never be rubbed even in 
the slightest degree without becoming 
worn down in a ratio proportionate 
to the amount of energy expended 
over the operation and the nature 
of the cleansing medium employed. 
Thus, if very clean leathers and water 
alone are used, the wear will be so 
trifling as not to be palpable in a hun- 
dred years. If, however, grimy dusters 
are used, the dirt imbedded in them 
will rub down,and scratch the glass in 
no time. 
about photography will materially ap- 
preciate this because the delicate glass 
lenses necessary to that science are 
ground to the desired curves and 
shapes by a method not very dissimi-

Dry whit- 
ing is an excellent polish for glass and 
may be employed after the paste and 
washing or even where the labor of the 
aste is considered too great. 

Occasionally dust, caked by the pres- 
ence of atmospheric moisture, hardens 
in the corners of the sash. This should 
be removed by a narrow bladed, sharp 
pointed wooden knife, which could 
be fashioned out of a piece of firewood. 
Sometimes paint or putty disfigures 
the margins of the panes. Dissolve 
some crude bicarbonate of potash in 
hot water and saturate the paint ad- 
hering to the glass with this. It should 
remain on until nearly dry. Then re- 
move it with a woolen cloth.

These self-propellers, or *‘horseless 


engines’’ as they are commonly called, 


are used generally for second alarm 


fires. A large fire breaks out in any 
part of the city and a powerful stream 


is required, Four lines of three inch 
hose can be siamesed by this steamer 
into one stream of almost any reasona- 
ble size of nozzle that may be required, 
Or, there could be instantly brought 
into use six, 7-8 inch stream; or five, 
inch two 13-8 inch 
streams; or two of 1 1-2 inch; or one 
of 13-8 inch; or atwo inch stream. 
The amount of water which one of 
these pieces of apparatus can throw is 
equalled only by a fire boat. Their 
capacity is 1,350 gallons per minutes, 
They are nothing, more or less, than an 
inland fire-boat. 

Besides being economical to keep,— 
it being claimed that in eight years the 
saving in expense of ‘‘keep’? pays for 
the first cost of the machine,—is the 
ease with which they are handled.

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REPUTATION NOT GOOD, 


Peace Proposals of Buencamino Will 
Have But Little Effect, 


Rumors of a Contemplated 
Uprising at Manila. 


MacArthur to Devote His Attention Largely to 
a Question of Policy. 


Manila, May 14.—It does not seem 
probable that the peace proposals which 
Senor Buencamino, at one time a mem- 
ber of the so-called Filipino govern- 
ment, has drawn up for submission to 
Aguinaldo and the other insurgent 
leaders will have much weight with the 
Filipinos. 

Buencamino's reputation, gained in 
former Wars, is that of a man who hur- 
ries to get on the winning side. He was 
in disfavor with the Filipinos even be- 
fore the collapse of their government, 
owing to a widespread suspicion of dis- 
loyalty to his colleagues. 

The latest rumor of an outbreak in 
Manila among the natives, which was 
in circulation last week, was seriously 
discussed by some of the local papers 
and attracted more general attention 
than has usually been the case with this 
sort of thing. 

As a matter of fact many Filipinos did 
leave their American employers with 
the apparent intention of joining some 
such movement. Their action, taken in 
connection with the arrest of several 
natives for carrying concealed weapons 
and the dispersion of several suspicious 
gatherings, gave color to the reports. 

The officials have been active in the 
matter, but are not inclined to think an 
uprising will be attempted. They be- 
lieve the Filipinos, lacking in the neces- 
sery courage, especially in view of the 
fact that the natives feared to attempt 
the demonstration at the time of Gen- 
eral Lawton’s funeral, although they 
had made careful preparations, and 
many insurgents had come to Manila 
for this purpose. 

A paper found among the captured 
cffects of General Pantaleon Garcia as- 
serts that the United States congress 
has done nothing for the Filipinos, and 
that, therefore, all Filipinos who are 
working for Americans must leave their 
employers immediately or suffer the 
penalty of treason. 

One report is that the Filipino junta is 
endeavoring to incite an outbreak in 
order to show the civil commission that 
the insurrection 1s still alive. 

Last week General MacArthur re- 
ceived a large number of officials, con- 
suls, officers and representatives of com- 
mercial bodies. To Lieutenant Colonel 
Crowder, his military secretary, he will 
assign many duties heretofore devolv- 
{ng upon the adjutant general. This 
step is taken in view of the increasing 
fmportance of the post of governor gen- 
eral. General MacArthur's policy ap- 
pears to involve considerable decen- 
tralization. He will give to his staff au- 
thority in matters of detail and will de- 
vote himself largely to a question of 
policy. 

The towns of Hilongos and Maasin, 
island of Leyte, have been occupied by 
troops of the Forty-third volunteer in- 
fantry. The insurgents opposed the 
landing of the Americans and sustained 
heavy losses. The Americans had three 
casualties. 

Curfew Knocked Out by Fire. 

Cambridge, Mass., May 14.—The cur- 
few, warning children to be in their 
homes, did not ring last night for the 
first time because an alarm of fire came 
in just at the moment the curfew should 
have sounded. About the city it was 
thought some one had sounded the 
alarm as a joke, and Mayor Champlin 
expressed an opinion that such was the 
ease, though it proved to be otherwise, 
The fire was insignificant. 

Hotel Boiler Exploded. 

Boston, May 14.—When a boiler in the 
Hotel Fensmere, on Massachusetts ave- 
nue, burst, early Sunday morning, there 
was a lively scramble among the ten- 
ants, but, as the boiler was a small 
one, the damage was not great, and there 
were no injuries to the scantily attired 
people who gathered on the sidewalk. 
The boiler was gas heated, and the flames 
from the gas pipe set some woodwork 
afire. 


Six Years For Stone Throwing. 

Austin, May 14.—A dispatch from San 
Luis Potosi, Mex., says John McMillan, 
an American, after being held in jail 
for eight months without a trial, has been 
sentenced to six years’ imprisonment in 
the state penitentiary on the charge of 
being in a crowd of men who were 
throwing stones, ont of which accident- 
ally struck a Mexican woman, but did her 
no injury. 


Six Millions Starving. 

New York, May 14.—The India famine 
relief committee has issued an appeal] to 
the citizens. This appeal asserts that 
despite the systematic aid furnished 
6,000,000 of people in Indla at least 6,000,- 
00¢ more are starving. The appeal, 
which is signed by the officers of the 
India famine relief committee, says that 
America ought to send at least $1,000,000. 

Shut Down For ‘‘Repairs.”’ 

Waukegan, Ills., May 14—News that 
the big glucose plant of the United 
States Sugar Refining company wil] 
close down is confirmed. Manager 
Morton says the shutdown is to admit 
of enlargement and repairs, but the 
plant is practically new and has been 
running but a few months. Corn is high 
and other glucose plants are closiig. 


Drowned In Jamaica Pond. 

Boston, May 14.—Arthur W. Lyman, 
went out ina canoe on 
Jamaica pond. In a short time his canoe 
upset. He started to swim ashore, but 
when within 30 feet of the shore he went 
down and was not seen again until his 
body was recovered an hour later. Ly- 
man Was a general favorite. 
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Alleged Inhuman Treatment of an Insane Man 
In a House of Correction. 

Boston, May 14.—The Post says that 
Representative W. C. Parker of Boston 
will call upon Governor Crane and pre- 
fer charges against J. A. Taylor, the 
master of the Bristol county house of 
correction at New Bedford. Mr. Parker 
called upon the governor one day last 
week and made known some of the facts 
relating to the prison, and was told to 
call again Monday. 

The charges are the result of a visit 
which Mr. Parker made to New Bedford 
last week. He made an effort to secure 
some information through the regular 
channels, but was unable to obtain any 
results, he states. 

Mr. Parker charges the master or 
keeper of the jail, J. A. Taylor, with re- 
fusing to give the desired information 
to a member of the legislature, who isa 
miember of the prison committee. He 
alleges that prisoners have been 
put in solitary confinement who were in- 
fane at the time of their imprisonment. 

Mr. Parker says he has absolute proof 
of a case where an insane man was put 
in a dark cell and kept there several 
days. His name is Benjamin Mayes, 
and to prove the statement Mr. Parker 
offers a letter from Master Taylor in 
which the latter states that Mayes is 
believed to be insane.

Russia Watch'ng the United States. 

London, May 14.—The Times publishes 
this morning a letter from its Odessa 
correspondent, in which he comments 
upon the suspicion and jealousy with 
which official circles in Russia are watch- 
ing the progress of the Turko-American 
dispute. He quotes at great length from 
an important newspaper article, which 
declares that the imperial policy of the 
United States is “prompted by the ne- 
cessity of finding new cutlets for trade.” 
Commenting upon the report that the 
United States government was prepared 
to dispatch a hostile fleet to Europe, the 
writer of the article hints strongly that 
Russia would head the powers in “pre- 
venting such a violation of Turkish 
Waters.” 


Disastrous and Fatal Wreck. 

Philadelphia, May 14.—Through the 
negligence of a towerman, who lay asleep 
at his post, a freight train wreck oc- 
curred here in a tunnel of the Baltimore 
and Ohio railroad. Fire broke out, and 
three oil cars, each carrying 4000 gallons 
of oil, exploded. An engineer and fireman 
were killed, and five unknown tramps 
are supposed to be dead in the wreck. 
The property loss Is estimated at $185,- 
000. The man who was responsible for 
the accident, Frank Lamtell, surrendered 
himself. He is now under arrest. 


Trains Heid Up by Strike. 

Newburg, M. Y., May 14.—The coal 
heavers on the Highland division of the 
New York, New Haven and Hartford 
railroad at Fishkill Landing are out on 
strike and eastbound traffic has been 
seriously affected. As the engines are 
coaled by the strikers none could leave 
without their attention. The section 
men were ordered to coal, but refused 
and were discharged. Unless some way 
for coaling the engines is provided no 
eastbound trains will be able to leave. 


French Nationalists Win. 

Paris, May 14.—The second ballots in 
the municipal election in Paris yester- 
day in the districts left without definite 
results on May 6 have given the nation- 
alists 20 out of 30 seats. This result 
fully justifies them in claiming a great 1o- 
eal victory, inasmuch as 17 out of the 20 
Beats are direct gains from the minis- 
terial socialists.

Washington, May 15.—The committee

appropriation of $4,000,000 (one-half of 
which amount is made immediately 
available) for an armor plate factory 
must be made, was passed by the senate 
[wou Re by a vote of 32 to 19. 

The secretary of the navy is directed 
ty» purchase five Holland torpedo boats 
at a price not exceeding $170,000 each. 
The Gathmann gun amendment to the 
house bill was withdrawn by the com- 
mittee, the navy department having de- 
clared against it. 

Just before adjournment Mr. Nelson 
of Minnesota called up the ‘free homes” 
bill, and it was passed without a word of 
debate. 

Senator Chandler was asked for fur- 
ther explanation of his charges in the 
senate Saturday that the Harvey armor 
patent is a fraud, and that the Krupp 
armor is without superior merit. He 
gave the story of the Harvey paten 
follows:

All that Harvey did at 
his own expense was to get alittle plate 
three feet square and four inches thick, 
and he brought it in contact with char- 
coal fire at Newark, N. J. Hesubmitted 
the result to Folger, who, thereupon, at 
the expense of the navy department, 
went on with the experiment, He or- 
dered from the Creusot works a plate 
G6 fect by 8 feet by 10% inches, and down 
here at the navy yard he went on and 
supercarbonized the plate, Harvey be- 
ing present and giving directions. 
“Then Harvey applied for a patent. 
This was in April, 1891. The claim was 
disallowed. Eugene A. Byrnes, the ex- 
aminer, rejected it. A second rejection 
waz made on June 11, 1891, and on June 
20, 1891, Secretary Tracy wrote a letter 
to the patent office asking to have the 
Harvey patent expedited. That expe- 
dition took place, and at last the two ex- 
aminers in chief, R, L. B. Clarke and 
S. W. Stocking, on appeal from the pri- 
mary examiner, allowed the patent, 
which was issued Sept. 29, 1591. So the

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EIGaAT YEARS IW JAIL. 


‘ormer Bank President Cole Sentenced For 
Misapplication of Funds. 
Boston, May 15.—Charles H. Cole, for 


mer president of the Globe National 
bank of this city, was sentenced on 


Monday by Judge Lowell in the United 


States district court to eight years’ im- 
prisonment in the jail of the common- 
wealth at Greenfield for miSapplication 
ef the funds of the bank. The prisoner 
received the sentence with little show of 
emotion, although it was evident that he 
fully realized his position, and was 
deeply affected. 

Judge Lowell, in passing sentence 
faid that he desired to say with refer- 
ence to the suggestion of counsel that 
there had been no obstacles placed in 
the way of a speedy sentence by the de- 
fendant, that he had taken that into ac- 
count in rendering judgment. He said 
he thought it a matter of serious con- 
cern that proceedings of this sort are 
often protracted merely for the purpose 
of retarding justice. 

Why Cole should have been sentenced 
to the jail in Greenfield is explained by 
the fact that the only jail the United 
States has in this district is the one at 
the Charlestown navy yard, which is 
used only for the imprisonment of men 
he United States.

At first his words could. be scarcely 
heard, but as he proceeded his voice 
became clear, and, while at no time did 
he speak loudly, the intense eagerness 
of his utterance carried his address to 
the remotest parts of the chamber. 

His address was a sharp arraignment 
of the committee's action and repor, an 
analytical discussion uf the evidence 
adduced at the investigation, an ex- 
planation of political and business af- 
fairs in Montana, and a bitter exoria- 
tion of Marcus Daly and his friends. 

As Mr. Clark adverted to his desire 
to hand down to his children a name un- 
tarnished even by the breath of dis- 
teurs welled to his eyes, and his 
voice trembled with emotion. He al- 
most broke down. Then, bracing him- 
self, he read the letter he had sent to the 
governor of Montana, tendering his res- 
ignation.

Clark became the centre of a group of 
senators all desirous of pressing his 
hand. 

Little other business of importance 
was tramsacted The resolution relat- 
ing to Mr. Clark went over until today, 
and the senate proceeded to the transac- 
tion of routine business. 

Senator Clark last night received the 
following telegram from Helena, Mont., 
announcing his appointment: 

“I have the honor to inform you that 
I have this day appointed you to fill 
the vacancy in Montana's representation 
in the senate of the United States. I 
send you certificate by registered mail. 
I trust you will accept the appointment. 

“A, E. Spriggs, Acting Governor." 

Senator Clark accepted the appoint- 
ment in the following reply to Governor 
Spriggs’ message: 

“IT have the honor to acknowledge the 
receipt of your very complimentary mes- 
sage, informing me of my appointment 
to fill the vacancy in the United States 
senate caused by my resignation and to 
inform you of my acceptance thereof. 
I fully appreciate the high compliment 
implied by your action and pledge myself 
to discharge the duties of the office, in 
the interest of all the people of the state 
to the best of my ability.”

Havana, May 16.—Governor Genera! 
Wood does not desire as yet to make 
further arrests in the postal frauds, be- 
cause of the necessity, as the law stands, 
to have a preliminary trial within 48 
hours after an arrest. He believes that, 
as it is impossible for the suspected 
persons to escape, justice will be equally 
well served by keeping those accused 
under the surveillance of detectives. 

The rumor that the postmaster at 
Baracoa had been or would be arrested 
proves, upon investigation, to have been 
false. He is looked upon as merely a 
tool of Neely, and as having acted in- 
nocently as the business agent of Neely 
at Baracoa, where he is in charge of 
Neely's coffee and cocoanut plantation. 
It appears that he used $2500 in connec- 
tion with the business from the postal 
funds and then drew upon Neely for the 
amount. As Neely'’s funds here are now 
in the hands of the governor, the draft 
has not been honored. It is understood 
that there is no intention to arrest this 
man, but he will have to refund the 
money and may possibly lose his post. 
A special agent will arrive at Baracoa 
tomorrow with orders to institute a 
thorough investigation. He will also 
place a lien upon all of Neely’s property 
there. 


“Afraid to Face the Crisis.”’ 

New York, May 16.—The Post says: 
No news has been received of the where- 
abouts of Charles A. Richardson of 
Worcester, Mass., who disappeared from 
the Waldorf-Astoria five weeks ago. 
His father-in-law, Horace W. Wilson, 
Says that he believes Richardson to be 
“within 20 blocks of the Waldorf,’ but 
is in hiding “because he is afraid to face 
the crisis." Just what the crisis is, it is 
impossible to learn, further than that 
Richardson was one of the incorporators 
of the Worcester Construction company, 
a charter for which has been applied for 
in New Jersey with a capital of $5,000,000. 
Mr. Richardson's signature to certain 
papers is necesigry, and it is asserted 
that he wished to back out. 

Cyr’s Great Feats of Strength. 

Fall River, Mass., May 16.—The cham- 
pionship of the world in a strength con- 
lest was decided here when Otto Ron- 
aldo, the champion of Germany, met 
and was defeated by Louis Cyr, the 
American champion, and the latter was 
awarded the $2000 purse offered. In the 
dumbbell test, Ronaldo had slightly the 
better of Cyr when he lifted, with both 
hands, to the shoulder and then above 
the head, a bell weighing 300 pounds, 
without touching the weight to the 
body. Both men lifted two bells, one in 
either hand, weighing 176 and 15414 
pounds. On the back lift Cyr easily de- 
feated Ronaldo by lifting 1805 pounds, as 
against his opponent's 1660.

Going Before the House. 

Washington, May 16.—The trust ques- 
tion led to an animated discussion in the 
house committee on judiciary yester- 
day, a constitutional amendment finally 
being adopted by a party vote giving 
congress power to define, regulate, con- 
trol, prohibit, or dissolve trusts, mo- 
nopolies, or combinations, whether in 
the form of a corporation or otherwise.

1 last, being in need of money, he took 
from the money order funds $435, giving 


his memorandum as a receipt for the 
same. 
When the inspections were held 


Thompson ordered a clerk in charge of 
the money order department to place 
remittances received that day, which 
would not have to be accounted for until 
the following day, sufficient to cover the 
amount of his receipt, which was then 
withdrawn until after the inspection. 
This was kept up until April 7, when the 
special agents unexpectedly discovered 
the receipt, which Thompson then paid. 

He also admits that Charles F. W. 
Neeley, late financial agent of posts at 
Havana, indorsed a bill for $350, which 
Thompson had discounted by the North 
American Trust company. Thompson 
admits other irregularities in conjunc- 
tion with his department. 

Warrants were issued yesterday after- 
noon for the arrest of Postmaster 
Thompson, W. H. Reeves, deputy au- 
ditor of the island, and Edward Moya and 
Jorge Mascaro, Cuban clerks in the 
stamp department, and by 7 o'clock all 
were lodged in the vivac, the tombs of 
davana. This was done under the ad- 
vice of the postal inspectors. who ar- 
rived yesterday. It is considered now 
that Reeves is equally guilty with Neely. 

The arrest of Thompson caused great 
surprise in the city. It is looked upon 
as the precursor of many other arrests.

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DOWN WITH A PARACHUTE. 


A Cireus Balloon Man Says It's Gen- 
tle and Not Hazardous, 

“Coming down from the clouds in a 
parachute is like a dream,” said a cir- 
cus balloon artist. “Ever dream of 
falling from a high place? You come 
down, alight quietly and awake, and 
you're not hurt. Well, that’s the para- 
chute drop over again. No; there is no 
danger. A parachute can be guided 
readily on the down trip, but you can't 
steer a balloon. To guide a parachute 
out of harm’s way a practiced hand 
can tilt it one way or the other, spill 
out air and thus work it to where you 
want to land or to avoid water, trees, 
chimneys or church spires. Cireus as- 


censions are generally made in the 
evening. When the sun goes down, the 
wind goes down. ‘The balloon then 


shoots into the air, and the parachute 
drops back on the circus lot or not far 
away. <A balloon is made of 4 per cent 
muslin and weighs about 500 pounds. 
A parachute is made of 8 cent muslin. 

“There is much more danger is com- 
ing down ina balloon. When it strikes 
the earth, it's like a big ball and 
bounds up again, taking you with it. 
Not long ago in McKeesport, Pa., I 
came down in a balloon because the 
parachute would not let go. I nearly 
came down in a big stack of a blast 
furnace, but the hot air drove the bal- 
loon away. After that I never intrust- 
ed the parachute arrangement to any 
yne, but attended to it myself. 

“The rope that secures the parachute 


is cut with a knife. The aeronaut 
drops fully 100 feet before the para- 
chute begins to fill, It must fill if 


you're up high enough. There are sey- 
eral hundred parachute men in the 
business, and the accidents are less in 
ratio than railroad casualties. A man 
can't shake out a parachute if it don’t 
open. A man in the air is simply pow- 
erless. Invariably the fall is head first. 
When the parachute begins to fill, the 
descent is less rapid, and finally when 
the parachute has gradually filled it 
bulges out with a pop. Then the aero- 
naut climbs on to his trapeze and 
guides the parachute to a safe landing. 
In seven cases out of ten you ean land 
back on the lot where you started from.

COLT’S INVENTION, 


The First Great Improvement Made 
In Repeating Pistols, 

In this day of improved firearms the 
fact that the first great improvement 
made in repeating pistols by Colonel 
Samuel Colt was patented in the day 
of our grandfathers is seldom recalled. 
It was Colonel Colt, then of New York, 
to whom was granted the patent, Feb. 
25, 1836. The original petition in the 
case was destroyed by the fire in De- 
cember following. The letters patent 
were returned when application was 
made for the reissue, Sept. 1, 1848. The 
original letters are signed by Andrew 
Jackson, president; John Forsyth, sec- 
retary of state, and Benjamin I’. But- 
ler, attorney general. 

After describing his invention Colo- 
nel Colt claims as new “tlie application 
of caps at the end of the cylinder, the 
application of a partition between the 
caps, the application of a shoulder over 
the caps as a security against moisture 
and the action of smoke upon the 
works of the locks, the principle of the 
connecting rod between the hammer 
and the trigger, the application of the 
shackle to connect the cylinder with 
the ratchet,” ete. 

There had been a revolver patented 
about 20 years before by one Collin, 
but until Colt’s invention little head- 
way was made. Indeed it was not un- 
til Colt’s invention had been given a 
trial by Major Sam Walker and his 
Texas rangers: that it gained popular- 
ity and was regarded as a 
About the time Colonel Colt was ap- 
plying for a reissue, in 1848, Mr. Wes- 
son had filed an application for a re- 
peating firearm, by which the Smith & 
Wesson pistol of today is represented.

A PLUCKY GARRISON. 


Half-Starved Fighters at Mafeking 
Repulsed Strong Attack by Boers, 


Buller Moving Rapidly For- 
ward Without Opposition. 


Transvaal Government Eviaently Intends to 
Transfer Seat of Government. 


London, May 18.—Notwithstanding the 
fact that important military novements 
looking to the taking of Pretoria and the 
ending of the war are in progress, Eng- 
land is watching with bated breath the 
outcome of the struggle at Mafeking, a 
place of no military value to the Boers, 
as the situation stands at present, and 
only incidentally of military value to the 
British The interest displayed is al- 
most entirely sentimental, and is due 
to the humane feeling aroused by the 
spectacle of this tiny garrison holding 
out for 215 days against a much larger 
force, repulsing numerous general as 
saults and even as Iate as last Saturday, 
in spite of the weeks of starvation, de- 
fending itself with such energy that the 
Boer casualties were heavy 

One thing seems clear. The town still 
holds out. Were it otherwise the Boer 
wires laid to the camp of the beleaguer- 
ers would have flashed the news. 

Skeleton messages from Lourenzo 
Marquez, based upon information that 
leaked out at the Pretoria war office, 
show that the Boer stormers Saturday 
fell into a trap. Colonel Baden-Powell 
permitted them to seize one fort; and he 


then surrounded and cverbore them 
before the large forces near at hand 
perceived the strategem. It was . thus 


that Sarel Eloff, President Kruger's 
grandson, and part of his commando 
were taken and 50 Boers killed. 

General French, scouting northward, 
found the Boers in strong force at 
Rhenoster Spruit, 30 miles from Kroon- 
stad. Generals Botha, Delarey and 
Olivier, with artillery, were holding the 
position. 

The Free Staters are surrendering on 
all sides. One of President Steyn’s 
brothers, who is a prisoner of General 
Brabant, says that the Free Staters will 
accept annexation. Those who took up 
arms the second time, he explains, had 
to do so under threats of instant death 
if they refused. 

Five kundred rifles have been 
rendered at Kroonstad in excess of the 
number of Boers who have taken the 
oath of allegiance. Lord Roberts has 
directed the British commanders to re- 
ceive all comers in a good spirit and to 
issue to them passes to go to their farms. 

General Buller is pushing straight 
ahead without opposition. He has only 
lost five wounded during the movement. 
He is apparently aiming at Laing'’s Nek, 
Which is the direct road to the Trans- 
vaal, although he mMmay diverge to 
Botha’s pass. 

General Rundle has captured 10,000 
bags of cor. He is marching slowly 
through a district which is described as 
“literally teeming with sheep, cattle and 
horses.” 

Michael Davitt, according to a dis- 
ratch from Lourenzo Marquez, ts said 
to have advised the Boers while he was 
in Pretoria that, if they could hold out 
until the presidential election in the 
United States they might feel “pretty 
sure of Intervention.” 

Durban reports the receipt of a tele- 
gram from Lourenzo Marquez saying 
that a Boer plot to blow up the British 
cruiser Forte was discovered and that, 
in consequence, the warship steams out 
seven miles nightly. 

President Steyn saw the fight at the 
Zand river. The impression he got there 
was that his burghers could not face 
Lord Roberts in a pitched battle, and 
this resulted, according to advices from 
Lourenzo Marquez, in his decision to 
evacuate the Kroonstad works without 
a battle. 

The Standard says: From pro-Boer 
sources we learn that the first great 
Stand by the Federals will be on the 
ridges near Johannesburg. This posi- 
tion has been strongly entrenched; and 
the burghers believe they can hold it for 
some time. If driven from that point, 
part of the force will be thrown into 
Pretoria to withstand a siege while the 
main body will retreat to the Lyden- 
burg district, with the intention of keep- 
ing up a guerilla warfare from that 
mountainous region. They believe they 
can indefinitely postpone a pacification 
@ the country. 

This view is partly supported by a 
dispatch to The Times from Lourenzo 
Marquez, which says: There is general 
taik in Pretoria of President Kruger 
contemplating an immediate departure 
from the capital. There seems no longer 
any doubt of the intentian of the Trans- 
Vaal to transfer the seat of government 
to the Lydenburg district and endeavor 
to make a final stand there. "The raad 
is reported to have endorsed the pro- 
posal. 

The Times also says that a number of 
the Transvaal officials are preparing for 
flight, and that State Secretary Reitz 
has selected South America as his future 
home. 

It is unofficially asserted that Lord 
Kitchener is in command of the Mafe- 
king relief column, and that news of the 
relief of the town cannot be received un- 
til Monday.

| PRIGE OF GAS. 


The Duty of Companies to Make 
Extensions. 


All of the report of the Gas Commis- 
sioners on the gas investigation of 
Lynn is of interest, but because of the 
length only an abstract is made, which 
may have a bearing on the Quincy 
movement: 

‘This company under the name of 
the Lynn Gas Light Company as 
chartered in 1853, completed its works 
and began to supply gas before the 

close of the following year, and has 
continued such supply ever since -with- 
out interruption and without com- 
petition, except for a time between 

1880 and 1890, when the Citizens’ Gas 
Light company was engaged in the 
supply of gas to a limited extent to the 
central portion of the city. 

**In 1883, the company, under the 
authority of a special act and with the 
approval of this board, combined with 
local electric light company, and since 
that date the consolidated company 
has supplied both gas and electric light 
throughout the city of Lynn. It has 
also extended the supply of both kinds 
of light to the adjoining towns of 
Swampscott and Saugus, and of electric 
light to Nahant. 

‘Its original capital was $40,000, which 
was gradually increased until in 1873 it 
was $150,000, and in that year on 
account of extensive additions to its 
plant, it was increased to $300,000. It 
has never watered its stock, and since 
the date last named has never increased 
it, except in 1888, when under the 
authority of a special act before referred 
to, it added another $100,000, solely to 
acquire - the local electric lighting 
property. At the time of reorganiza- 
tion at ending this transaction no new 
capital was issued, that of thaold com- 
panies being exchanged for the new, 
share for share. 

**Prior to 1891 its dividend was as 
much as eight per cent. in only three 
years, and from 1871 to 1889 its average 
dividend was less than six per cent. al- 
though its earning would have been 
considered by a less conservative 
management to fully justify a 
rate. 

‘‘Beginning with 1884, and ending 
with 1897, the company made nine 
reductions in price from $2 to $1, an 
average of one reduction for every year 
and a half of that period. Its present 
net price is $1 per thousand. From 
ISM] its average price has been lower 
than the average in the Common- 
wealth, and since 1897 its net price as 
low as the lowest, 

In fixing the price of gas it is im- 
portant to three things: 
operating expenses, allowance for 
depreciation or contingencies, and the 
capital*charge. The decision as to what 
may be the proper amount to provide 
out of income for contingencies, de- 
preciation, improvements, extensions, 
or whatever other name may be given 
to that expenditure necessary to insure 
the highest public convenience, is 
always involved in some difficulty. It is 
rtrely a simple matter to determine 
just what improvements and extension 
should be made out of income and 
what out of a fresh capital. 

In carrying on a business of this kind 
many extensions at first add practically 
nothing to the profits of the business, 
or produce for a long time a return too 
small to give fair support to fresh 
capital if it were expended upon 
them. It may, nevertheless, for the 
public interest be the imperative duty 
of a company which exercises a virtual 
monopoly to make these extensions. 
Where the company’s condition has 
been such that extensions of this 
character could be met only from new 
capital, its policy has usually been one 
of hesitation or inaction resulting in a 
failure to properly keep pace with the 
new demands of a growing community. 

‘* Apparently some of this burden 
must be borne by the consumers in the 
interest of the public asa whole. It 
probably will not be denied that 
sufficient expenditure should be made 
in this direction to make up for the 
general depreciation which is con- 
tinually going on, and which is not 
provided for under the name of repairs 
in the strict construction of that term. 
The company’s duty to the public 
and its consumer in this respect will 
be best performed when the cost of 
such improvements is so divided be- 
tween income and fresh* capital as 
will be least burdensome to the con- 
sumers of gas.”’

A danger to be avoided in keeping 
fowls is overcrowding. 

A hen will work industriously for grav- 
el as well as for grain. 

Set the first laying of ducks and turkey 
hens under chicken hens for hatching. 

Lime is needed by all fowls for the 
growth of bone and for shell material. 

Get all the chickens hatched early that 
you can. It is the early hatched pullets 
that make the winter layers. 

Dark places are best for the nests. A 
dark nest gives the hen but little chance 
to see about her, hence she will remain 
more quiet. 

When the chickens appear to be off 
their feed and do not eat with apparent 
relish, increase the exercise and change 
the bill of fare. 

Do not starve the hens. temember 
that a certain amount of food is neces- 
sary to keep up strength, and the rest is 
needed for egg material. 

No matter what ails the fowls, a sick 
bird should at once be removed to sepa- 
rate quarters from the well ones. This is 
a precaution that will always pay.—St. 
Louis Republic.

It 
may be said that experiments of a like 
nature have already been prosecuted 
by the Italians Celli and Grassi with 
most satisfactory results. 

If, then, it be taken as proved that 
malaria is caused by mosquitoes—and 
the in support of this con-

ning insect the ravages of malaria 
will be curtailed and perhaps in time 
altogether ended. 

The Liverpool School of Tropical 
Medicine has recently published a book 
entitled “Instructions For the Preven- 
tion of Malarial Fever, For the Use of 
Residents in Malarious Places,” which 
concludes as follows: “All speculations 
about air, about soil, about malaria 
belts and the like have been rendered 
obsolete. There is no reason to believe 
that the parasite of malaria finds ac- 
cess to the human body through any 
other channel than by means of the 
anopheles mosquito or that ‘gnats’ or 
‘mosquitoes’ which infest regions free 
from malaria are examples of anoph- 
eles. If this particular insect could 
be extirpated, there is every justifi- 
cation for the hope that malzrious fe- 
vers would disappear from the earth, 
and fortunately the extirpation does 
hot seem likely to present any insur- 
mountable difticultr. The eggs are 
laid in water, and the larve when 
hatched live in water for about a week 
before they assume the mosquito form. 


As larve, like those of the common 
gnat, they rise to the surface to 


breathe, and a film of oil on the sur- 
face is speedily fatal to them by block- 
ing up their air spiracles. Much may 
be done by dryiug up pools in the 
vicinity of houses or by treating them 
once a week with a film of kerosene 
oil.”

A POINT IN GRAMMAR 


CAUSTIC COMMENT ON THE USE OF 
THE SPLIT INFINITIVE. 


A Criticism That Was Born of the 
Habit of Writers In Using Quality- 
ing Words Between the Infinitive 
Verb and the Preposition. 


The following pointed correspondence 
touching a question of grammatical 
construction calls attention to the prac- 
tice of placing qualifying words be- 
tween the infinitive verb and its prep- 
osition “to.” .The late Dr. Grier of 
South Carolina, for 28 years president 
of Erskine college, was not only an ac- 
complished speaker, but noted fer the 
purity and elegance of his diction. He 
was also the editor of The Associate 
Reformed Presbyterian, the church pa- 
of the southern “seceders,” pub- 
lished at Due West. An editorial in 
that paper in 1895, while Mr. Cleveland 
was president, caused Mr. J. Althé@us 
Johnson, a member of the Washington 
bar and an Erskine alumnus, to write 
to his former college instructor under 
date of Noy. 16, 1895, as follows: 

“Did the cat that guards the editorial 
sanctum relax its vigilance for a mo- 
ment last week, or did it admit as en- 
titled to entrance the expression which 
has a qualifying word between the prep- 


| osition ‘to’ aud the infinitive verb? I 


refer to the expression, “To fairly test 
the experiment’ (of the dispensary), 
occurring in the editorial on the consti- 
tutional convention. 

“I know that poets, when forced by 
the exigency of their art, have now 
and then placed an adverb between the 
infinitive and the word ‘to;’ as when 
Burns says, in his ‘Cotter’s Saturday 
Night,’ ‘To nobly stem tyrannie pride, 
and Byron, in his ‘Childe Harold,’ “To 
slowly trace the forest’s shady scene.’ 

“I know, too, that such an expression 
is often used by the newspaper writers 
of the day, many of whom are quite 
crude and careless in regard to the lit- 
erary quality of their composition. 

“It is true, too, that such an expres- 
sion finding way into places 
where before it has been utterly un- 
known. Under Mr. Cleveland it has 
crept now and then into official and 
State papers, as, for instance, in the 
Thanksgiving proclamation of this 
year, also published in the last issue of 
The Presby’srian, in which is the ex- 
pression “To so incline the hearts of 
our people.’

| the United States have generally been 


masters of good English, scrupulously 
exact in all their expressions. Indeed 
many of them have afforded splendid 
models of good composition, but the 
above construction found an en- 
trance even into that tribunal through 
ove of the present justices, whose free- 
dom in this regard would have been 
shocking to some of the distinguished 
men who have sat upen that bench. 

“The likewise appears 
now and then in an act of congress, 
particularly when the committee which 
considered the bill did not have a per- 
son in its membership who had ever 
carefully studied literary style. 

“There are of persons of re- 
spectable scholastic and professional 
attainments who might such an 
expression, and I would think nothing 
of it, for there would be other marks 
in abundance to indicate that they bad 
never given much attention to the beau- 
ties or niceties of speech and compo- 
sition. But when The Presbyterian 
under its present editorial management 
aligns itself with the construction here 
referred to I shall think that the day 
dawning when respectable usage 
will no longer be a unit in saying that 
such a construction a blemish not 
to be tolerated in prose composition. 

“Il am sure that good usage at the 
present time is overwhelmingly in fa- 
vor of interposing nothing between the 
infinitive and its preposition, but if The 
Presbyterian, in its editorial columns, 
is giving aid and comfort to a construc- 
tion which writers of our 
language have heretofore so studiously 
avoided the grammarians will soon 
have occasion to take down the pillory 
in which they have always been de- 
lighted to expose the expression, de- 
claring it to be an offense that was un- 
pardonable save only when a poet was 
the criminal.” 

Dr. Grier published the above letter 
in the next issue of The Presbyterian, 
with the following remarks: 

“The point made by our good friend, 
Mr. J. Altheus Johnson, is well taken. 
The criticism is just. It may soothe 
one’s feelings to be in company with 
Burns and Byron in such a ease, not 
forgetting the distinguished president 
of the United States and the justice of 
the supreme court, but their usage does 
not justify slipshod English any more 
than the editorials in The Presbyte- 
rian. Our friend might have extended 
his list and added even greater names, 
perhaps. For example, the author of 
a standard textbook on English litera- 
ture (Hait) uses this expression, ‘Who- 
soever desires to truly ae: ete. A 
greater than he, Matthew Arnold, says 
in his essay on ‘Culture and Anarchy,’ 
‘To unwittingly disparage and discred- 
it,/ ete. These and other instances ad- 
mit of no justification. It is charged 
by late critics, and with reason, that 
newspapers are the great corrupters of 
our noble tongue. Some words and 
phrases that have been unsparingly 
condemned have yet won their way 
and now claim their place solely 
through newspaper usage. ‘Caption’ is 
one of them, used as synonymous with 
title or heading. Others might be 
named. If, then, the newspapers are 
such potent factors in forming our hab- 
its of speech and molding our literary 
taste, they should remember the max- 
im, ‘Noblesse oblige.’ ” — Washington 
Post.

Mrs. Louise de Lassomm of Suan 
Francisco returned from a tour of 
South Africa a short while ago and re 
lates some interestiug impressions of 
the 

“The Boers impressed me as being a 
very uncouth sort of people,” she says, 
“although that we met were 
pleasant enough. It is easy to see that 
they are required to pay little attention 
to the courtesies of life while young, 
so that their manners are devoid of 
polish, and they frequently bave a sur- 
ly air which does not by any means 
favorable impression upon 
But of their fighting quali- 
ties there can be no question, and Eng- 
land need not expect to subdue them 
until their last shot has been fired and 
their last ounce of strength is exhaust- 
ed. There is no more determined and 
stubborn race of people on earth than 
the Boers. 

“The children, both boys and girls, 
are taught the use of firearms as soon 
as they are old enough to hold a gun. 
They practiee constantly. 

“From one generation to another the 
Boers have been preparing for war, un- 
til to fight is now their natural instinct. 

“The women are as courageous and 
combative as the men. A Boer woman 
is never too old to shoot straight. You 
should see them, as I have seen them, 
coming to the station to say goodby to 
husbands, fathers, brothers and sweet- 
hearts on their way to the front. Such 
stoicism is astonishing. 

“Not a tear does a Boer woman shed 
when she sends a son away from her 
to fight for his country. Not a tear 
does she shed when he falls in battle. 
Fighting fo them is a business, a duty 
—anything but a matter of sentiment. 

“My opinion is that when there are 
ho more Boer men left on the field the 
Boer women will take their places and 
give desperate battle to the English 
foe, whom they hate with all their 
hearts. These Afrikander women are 
better soldiers than most men. 

“Life in the Transvaal for Boer wo-! 
men is very pleasant. In Johannes- 
barg I saw more bicycles than in any 


soers.

DETAILS ARE LACKING. 


Even Robris Has Not Officially 
Heard of the Relief of Mafeking, 


Kruger Said to Have Pro- 
posed Terms of Peace. 


Boisterous Rejoicing Turned Into Riots tn 
Some Parts of the United Kingdom. 


London, May 21.—Details of the relief 
of Mafeking are still wanting, the Brit- 
ish military authorities being without 
Gispatches. Lord Roberts wires that he 
knows of the relief only through a press 
Lord however, 
nnounces that 
direct news today 

The situation in the field has changed 
but little since Friday. Lord Roberts’ 
troops are in fine form and abundantly 
supplied. Indications seem to point to 
an early movement. Hiscavalry, riding 
over several hundred square miles in a 
semi-circle beyond Kroonstad, have re- 
ceived the submission of hundreds of 
Iree Staters, 

Displayed in the most conspicuous 
style in The Daily Express is the dom- 
inant war news of the morning. “We 
have the best reason for stating that, in 
the last 24 hours, a telegram has been 
received at the foreign office, addressed 
rersonally to the prime minister, from 
President Kruger, proposing terms of 
peace. The exact terms of the message 
cannot but we believe it is 
couched in an exceedingly humble 
Strain.” 

It is inconceivable, of course, that 
Lord Salisbury can have sent any reply 
except the one that stands ready on the 
lip of every Briton—“unconditional sur- 
render.” 

The bajsterous rejoicings over the 
news from Mafeking have become riots 
in parts of London, Aberdeen and Bel- 
ast and elsewhere in the United King- 
dom. In the Finchley district of subur- 
ban London a mob stoned the railway 
eiation master’s house and smashed the 
windows of a draper’s shan. setting the 
building on fire, although whether by 
accident or design it is not yet known. 
Two clerks were injured. The house of 
a Boer sympathizer at Harlesden was 
attacked by a large crowd and the win- 
dows were shattered. The police charged 
the mob and were greeted with a shower 
of decayed eggs. Numerous arrests 
were made, and the police reserves were 
called out. 

Special prayers of thanksgiving were 
offered yesterday in the churches of the 
United Kingdom, The lord bishop of 
London, Dr. Mandell Creighton, who 
preached before the queen at Windsor, 
alluded to the relief of Mafeking; and 
clergymen generally found in the event 
their topic for the day. 

It is officially announced at Pretoria 
that Johannesburg will be defended. 
The consuls of the neutral powers have 
been advised to look after their citizens, 
aus the government will not hold itself 
responsible for injury to persons or dam- 
age to property. Commandant Botha, 
commander-in-chief of the Boer forces, 
reports that the burghers are joining in 
great numbers, 

The Daily Telegraph is advised thata 
plot has been discovered at Pretoria to 
depose President Kruger and to sur- 
render the Transvaal during the present 
month. Progressive Dutchmen and

The archbishop’s audlence of 
the pope was very brief. The topic of

eration.

Mae Butler Was Reported to Have 
Committed Suicide at Boston, 


Dagger Wound In the Breast, 
Just Above the Heart. 


Young Man With Whom Sh2 Was !n Love 
Suspected of Committing Cr me. 


Boston, May 21.—A most sensational 
which at first was reported as a 
case of suicide, but is now thought to be 
a murder, occurred early Sunday morn- 
ing in the dwelling of Mrs. A, E. Wright, 
36 Highland Park avenue, Roxbury, The 
Mae M. Butler 
who has been living in the house about 
two weeks. 

Edwin T. Wright, 21 years, who is said 
to have been the 
Was the one who found her dead, is un- 
der arrest on suspicion of murder, and 
he is held on that charge. 

The death was first reported to the 
police as a suicide, but soon after they 
nad visited the house and investigated 
the circumstances of the case they felt 
justified in taking Wright into custody, 
pending a more searching inquiry.

Wright says he became acquainted 
with Mrs. Butler at an Eliot street 


restaurant, where she was employed as 
and where he took his meals. 
with peritonitis two 
ago, and as she appeared to be 
Without home or friends he took her to 
his home, where she could have care and 
attention. 

Mrs. Butler occupied a room on the 
upper floor of the three-story house. 
According to Wright's story, Mrs. But- 
ler asked him to come and sit in the room 
With her Saturday night, and he re- 
mained there chatting with her until 
after midnight. Then she asked him to 
get her a drink of water, He went down 
Stairs, and, on returning with the water, 
found her lying on her back with a dag- 
ger in her breast, just above the heart 
He pulled the dagger from the wound 
and shouted to his mother, who, when 
she reached the chamber, found him 
standing by the bed with the weapon in 
his hand. A physician was quickly 
called, but the woman had died almost 
instantly. 

Benjamin Wright, the prisoner's 
brother, notified the police that Mrs. 
Buuler had cummitted suicide, vut they 
found such suspicious circumstances 
that they declined to allow the body to 
be removed until the medical examiner 
had viewed the body. 

But little is known of the antecedents 
of the dead woman, except that she had 
worked in the restaurant where young 
Wright and he evidently fell in 
love with her. A friend of her's states 
that she was deeply in love witha young 
man whom she met some months ago, 
and that he cared a great deal for her. 
Since she had been ill, however, she had 
periods of despondency, and at those 
times feared that her love was not re- 
ciprotated. It was thought that this 
feeling might have prompted her to com- 
mit suicide. 

It is the belief of the police that the 
Woman could not have inflicted the fatal 
wound herself, owing to her weakened 
condition and the position in which the 
body was found, but it is understood 
that the medical examiner declines to 
express any Opinion as to whether the 
wound could have been self-inflicted. 

The fact that Wright was deeply in- 
fatuated with the woman, had proposed 
marriage to her 48 hours previous to her 
death, and on this proposal was ac- 
quainted for the first time with the fact 
that the woman had been married, and 
not legally separated from her hus- 
band, led the police to work unceasingly. 

Mrs. Butler's husband, who is employed 
in a fruit and produce store at the mar- 
ket, was sent for, and called at the po- 
lice station, but upon proving that he 
knew nothing of his wife’s death, was not 
detained. He gave little or no informa- 
tion regarding his wife's past history, 
and refused to tell anything about his 
life with her.

Butler, the police of Jamaica Plain dis- 
trict were called upon Sunday afternoon 
to investigate the cause of the death of 
Miss Elia M. Hunley, which occurred at 
the home of her aunt at Forest Hillis, un- 
der peculiar conditions. Miss Hunley 


was the 25-year-old daughter of a resi- 


dent of Gloucester, and left her homea 
week ago for the ostensible purpose of 
visNing her aunt. 

The latter, however, saw nothing of her 
until Sunday afternoon, when she came 
to the house in a carriage, accompanied 
by a man who said he was a doctor and 
who, after leaving the young lady, drove 
away without making known his iden- 
tity. Miss Hunley was very ill and 
growing rapidly worse. A physician 
was called, who pronounced her trouble 
peritonitis. She became delirious, and 
without having regained consciousness, 
died late Sunday afternoon. 

It is the theory of the police that the 
girl came to Boston for the purpose of 
having an operation performed; that the 
party or parties to whom she went for 
treatment became frightened when they 
saw the effct of the operation upon her 
and decided to avoid the risk of having 
her die upon their hands by taking her 
toheraunt’sresidence. Anautopsy will 
be performed.

SYMPATHY FOR BOERS, 


Noted Men Plead 
Audience 


Before a Large 
at Washington. 


Assertion That England Has 
No Love For America. 


Peace Envoys Appreciate Kindly Feeling 


Manifested Toward Them. 


May 21.—The Boer en- 
were greeed last night by an au- 
dience remarkable for its size, sympathy 
and enthusiasm at the reception given 
in their honor last night at the Grand 
Opera House under the auspices of the 
congressional and citizens’ committee. 
Long before the time for the meeting to 
open the house was corwded to suffoca- 
tion, and many were turned away, unable 
to gain admittance. 

While official Washington was not rep- 
resented, about 30 members of the sen- 
ate and house occupied seats in the au- 
ditorium and on the stage. Chairman 
Sulzer of the reception committee pre- 
sided, and a number of addresses, all 
of them patriotic in character, and ear- 
nestly supporting the cause of the Boers,

were made, the speakers, including 
Messrs. Fischer, Wolmarans and Wes- 
sels, Senator Wellington, Hon. Bourke 


Cockran of New York and Mr, Sulzer. 

Chairman Sulzer, after welcoming the 
envoys and emphatically stating that 
the occasion was non-partisian and non- 
political in character, said in part: “In 
my judgment, nine-tenths of the Amer- 
ican people are against England in this 
bloody war of conquest for sordid gain, 
and in sympathy with the Boers. The 
best thought of England condemns the 
conflict and the awakening conscience 
of h British empire demands peace with 
of humanity, Chris- 
tianity and civilization. 

“England is now, and always has been, 
the aggressor against the Boers, and 
compelled the Boers to strike first. The 
Boers will never surrender their love of 
liberty. God grant that the British 
army may never reach Pretoria.” 

The three envoys were introduved in 
turn by Mr. Sulzer, and each of them 
was givenacordial reception.

tention. The audience gave a standing 
greeting to Commissioner Fisher, who 


told his hear rs why the envoys had come 
to this country, and what they hoped to 
accomplish His remarks were very 
much in keeping with what he already 
has said in published interviews. 
Commissioner Wessel's speech was a 
vivid picture of the Boers in the con- 
tests for their rights, of the charity and 
devotion Which characterised their man- 
ner and of the patriotism with which they 
all went in to fight their battles. He 
felt sure that the audience would admit 
that the Boer had many good character- 
istics and not as black as he had 
been painted. The English nation ap- 
parently wished act as judge and

pury. He asked the audience whether 
the Boer nation had not the right to 


claim the liberty and sympathy of the 
United States and of the whole world. 

Mr. Wolmarans, who spoke in Dutch, 
said that the people of this country have 
the same love of liberty and sense of jus- 
tice that the Boers had, and their sym- 
pathy would be a heip to them in their 
struggle. 

The speech of Senator Wellington, 
which came next, bristled with patriotic 
utterances. The senator said that as 
Almericans we always had held all men 
were entitled alike to life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness. If this was 
true in America, he asked, why not also 
in South Africa. He wished Godspeed 
to the envoys in their mission and suc- 
cess to their cause. He went on to say 
that England had been our enemy at 
Bunker Hill, Yorktown, New Orleans and 
in the Civil war, when she made an al- 
liance with the enemy. 

England was no more our friend to- 
day than she was 100 yearsago. Wehad 
grown strong and mighty, he continued, 
and he ventured to say that there would 
be no more attacks by England on this 
country. In the course of his address 
he paid a beautiful tribute to Abraham 
Lincoln. He predicted in closing that 
no matter what might be the result of 
the diplomatic mission of the envoys, our 
government could not long stand in op- 
position to the manifestations of sym- 
pathy expressed by the people for the 
Boers

Senator Wellington was instructed by 
unanimous vote of the audience to pre- 
sent in the senate Senator Teller's reso- 
lution of sympathy with the Boers. 

A collection of money was asked for 
in aid of the widows and orphans ofthe 
Boer soldiers, and upwards of $800 was 
raised for that purpose Senator Mason 
delivered the closing speech of the even-

(CAUGHT BY BANDITS. 


THE INCONVENIENCE OF BEING MIS- 
TAKEN FOR A LORD. 


With Two Pairs of Ears and Possi- 
bly Two Lives at Stake and No 
Ransom In Sight, the Captives De- 
cided It Was Time For Business,

If an American wants to go abroad 
on a cash capital of $500, there is no 
| law to prevent, even if he is a news- 
| paper man who has saved and econo- 
mized for six or seven years to get that 
much wealth together. When I started 
out with my friend Gillam, who was 
an artist instead of a journalist, and 
had $50 less capital as well, we took 
steerage passage on a steamer and 
planned to do Europe on foot and avoid

| sizes and ages, all of whom needed 
soap and water. They rallied around 
us for small coin, and not getting any 
they fell back and gave four women a 
chance. We got rid of the latter to 
encounter three men, one of whom 
could speak a little English. They 
were dirty, ragged villains, who did not 
hesitate to threaten us, and not a word 
could we get out of them about the 
ruins until we had come down with 
backsheesh. Gillam started out after 
a bit to do some sketching, while I 
found a place to take a nap, and the 
inhabitants of Histrophus finally got 
out of breath begging for coins and 
trying to get us to buy a skeleton old 
goat for $2 and went back to their flea 
| infested buts. 

At the end of two hours I was awak- 
ened by some one giving me a smart 
| kick on the hip, and I roused up to see 
| that we had been taken prisoners by 
four brigands. The fellows had come 
down off the mountains, about four 
| miles away, having probably been no- 
tified by a messenger from the village. 
I have many times read of the pictur- 
esque Greek brigands, but the four 
who gobbled us up that day must have 
gone out of the picturesque business 
some weeks previous.

Washington, May 22.—Secretary of 
State Hay on Monday afternoon in- 
formed the Boer delegates that the 
president feels, in the present circum- 
stances, no course is open to him except 
to persist in the policy of 
neutrality between England 
South African republics.

Mount’s refusal to honor a requisition 
from Governor Beckham for the return 
to Kentucky of Charles S. Finley, former 
secretary of state, he was released last 
night, after having been arrested and 
detained at police headquarters.

WEEKLY WEATHER-CROP BULLETIA. 


Two Days of Extreme Heat and General Rains 
i Have Favored Vegetation. 

Boston, May 22.—Following is a state 
ment of the weather and crop cenditions 
of New England, compiled from the re- 
ports of correspondents of the weathe 
bureau throughout the section, for the 
week ending May 21: 

The weather of the past 'veek has been 
unusually changeable, characterized by 
great extremes in temperature. Heavy 
rains have been general, and cloudy 
days have predominated. 

The li4th and 15th were excessively 
warm throughout the district. The lat- 
ter part of the week, however, varied 
slightly from the normal. Cloudiness 
and cooling rains have caused a low, but 
uniform, temperature, and daily ranges 
have been slight. No heavy frosts have 
occurred during the week. 

The weekly mean temperature for the 
Gistrict is 57 degrees, 11 above the mear 
of last week and 7 above the mean of the 
corresponding week of last year. 

Violent thunder storms have been fre- 
quent and the loss of some property in 
Maine, through lightning, is reported. 
In Maine and portions of New Hamp- 
shire the lowlands are flooded. The 
heaviest rains fell on the 17th, 18th and 
18th, <A few reports from Vermont state 
that rain is needed. No snowfall dur- 
ing the week. 

In all the states of the section grass 
| has made rapid growth during the past 
week. In the northern portion of the 
sections other crops have made less 
progress than in the southern districts. 
Most of the correspondents from Maine 
report that the ground has been so wet 
‘ that seeding has been impossible, while 
one report from Rhode Island states 
that the gardens planted are becoming 
} weedy, because they are too wet to cul- 
| tivate. Crops in lowlands have not yet 
recovered from the severe frosts of last 
| week. In general the crops were de- 
layed, but not destroyed. In Massa- 
chusetts, Rhode Island and Connecti- 
| cut conditions have favored a rapid 
| growth of vegetation, The extreme heat 

of the lith and 15th, and the general 

rains of the lith, 18th and 19th have 
greatly increased the prospect for all 
crops. 


Colebrook, N. H., May 22.—The four 
days of rain in the Magalloway region 
has caused a rise in the waters of the 
Magalloway and the Androscoggin such 
as has surprised all the older residents. 
Long stretches of country are now being 
covered in boats, and loose logs and im- 
Inense quantities of debris are being 
carried to points ordinarily far removed 
from the water's edge. 

Fairfield, Me., May 22.—Owing to the 
recent rains the water in the Kennebec 
river is very high. Part of the bulk- 
| head below the S. A. Nye mill, near the 
| old sluiceway, was washed out. It will 

take five or six weeks to repair the dam- 

ace. 

Calais, Me., May 22.—The five days of 
rain has brought the heaviest flood tn 
the St. Croix river seen for years. Saw 
mills and cotton mills have shut down 
and there is fear that property destruc- 
tion will be serious. 

Hartford. May 2? —The recent heavy 
rains have caused the Connecticut river 
to overflow its banks and yesterday af- 
ternoon the water was 14.5 feet above the 
low water mark, and rising an inch an 
hour. The present is the fourth freshet

A LAWYER’S STORY. 


His Experience With a Mean Client 
and an Honest Man, 

James W. Harper, formerly judge in 
rocw 2, superior court, is fond of tell- 
ing # good story on himself of how he 
received a fee that was entirely unex- 
pected. Ten or 15 years. ago Judge 
Harper kept his office in the Vance 
block. One Gay he was consulted by 
a merchant of this city, who will be 
known as G. in the story. The mer- 
chant was badly embarrassed, as he 
owed about $20,000, and the wirelesale 
houses were pressing him. He came to 
Attorney Harper for advice. The law- 
yer learned that wife had 
time before come into possession of 
about $1,500, which had been given her 
by her father. This money had 
loaned her husband and it was invested 
in his busingss. 

The attorney advised G. to secure his 
wife the firs® thing, and he did so. 
“Well, we finally got the matter set- 
tled up,” said Judge Harper in telling 
the story the other day, “and G. and 
his wife started in business again. The 
creditors, of course, were losers to a 
certain extent, but I felt it my duty to 
advise the man to look after his faml- 
ly first. I didn’t him for several 
weeks after the business was settled, 
and I began to wonder about my fee. 
I ought to have had at least $200, I 
thought. G. didn’t come around, and 
one day I sent him a note, asking him 
to call at my office. Me came in a day 
or two, and T asked about my fee, stat 
ing that I would be willing to square 
up for $100. T also recalled to his mind 
that I had performed a legal service 
for him to the best of my ability and 
[ thought I should be paid. As soon as 
[ finished my speech G. jumped up and 
started for the door. 

“I haven't got time to talk about 
that today,’ he snapped as he went out 
of the door. Of course I made up my 
mind that ny fee was not an assured 
thing, and I let the matter run on for 
a few months. Finally one day I met 
G. on the sidewalk in front of the 
Vanee block, and I ‘held him up. 1 
asked him to come to the office, as I 
wanted to talk to him. He was in 
clined to be a little impatient and 
wanted to know if I couldn't do my 
talking where I was. 

“Well, | might, G.,’ said I, ‘but it is 
possible I might say some things that 
you would not want the public to hear,’ 

“L think G. understegd that he had 
better come to the office, and he signi- 
fied his willingness to come with me. 
We came up stairs, and as soon as we 
got into the office he drew a piece of 
paper from his pocket, and, throwing 
it down on the table, he remarked, 
‘Take that or nothing.’ 

“IT picked up the piece of paper and 
saw that it was a note that had been 
given by a man named B. several years 
before, It had outlawed long 
ago. The principal and interest amount 
ed to something Ss00,) | knew 
Mr. B. and that he had 
become bankrupt several years before. 
[ shoved the note in the drawer of my 
desk as a worthless instrument. <A 
two later, however, IT got to 
thinking about the matter and sat 
down to write B. a note, asking him 
to call at my oftice if he should hap- 
pen to be in my neighborhood. He 
came within a few days, and 1 showed 
him the note. 

“*Yes,’ said he, ‘Il gave that note, 
and it is perfectly good. Now, I'll say 
to you that within ten days Ill pay 
$200 on that note and will settle the 
remainder by paying $100 or $200 
every month.’ Of course I was amaz- 
ed. I said to B. that I would only ask 
him to pay $100, but he insisted that 
he would pay every dollar of it. Then 
I suggested that he only pay the prin- 
cipal. 

“*No, sir,’ Le declared. ‘I owe the 
interest, too, and, since I am making 
money now, I expect to pay every cent 
of it.’ 

“Well, to make a long story short, 
that man, within a few months, paid 
off every dollar that the note called 
for. A short time after he had finish- 
ed paying the note G. came into my 
office one day. What do you think he 
said to me? He said he had under- 
stood that B. bad paid off the note in 
full and, since I had only demanded 
a fee of $100, he supposed I would pay 
over the remainder to him. Did I do 
it? Not much. I simply recalled to 
G.’s mind that he bad thrown an ap- 
parently worthless note on my desk 
witb the suggestion that I ‘take that or 
nothing.’ G. scowled and walked out 
of the oftice.’—Indianapolis Journal.

“Woman's Century Calendar.” 


Mrs. Carrie Chapman Catt, in com- 
piling her “Woman's Century Calen- 
dar,” has done much to spread in for- 


eign countries a knowledge of the 
American movement in behalf of equal 
rights for women. A Mohammedan 
lady in Constantinople has translated 
the calendar into Turkish, and now 
Prince Hwang Chung Huei, son of the 
governor of Peking, announces his in- 
tention of translating it into Chinese. 
Prince Hwang has long been an oppo- 
nent of foot binding and an advocate 
of education for Chinese women. This 
is a noteworthy instance of liberal 
views in the highest court circles, for 
Prince Hwang is entitled to wear the 
“orange button,” indicating a rank 
even above that of the red button. 
This decoration was greeted with the 
most marked demonstrations of respect 
when the prince passed through the 
Chinese quarter of Boston during his 
recent visit to this city. Prince Hwang 
is Chinese consul to Peru and is soon 
to return there.

——_— 


Relief of Mafeking Was Accomplished 
When Boers Were Unprepared, 


Roberts Is Drawing Near to 
Frontier of Transvaal. 


Agent Leyds Is Reported to Have Quarrelied 
With Kruger aud His Government. 


London, May 24.—Mafeking dispatches 
continue to pour into London, relating to 
the events immediately preceding the 
relief and the entry of the troops. The 
correspondents agree that the Canadian 
artillery did splendid work. 

About 7 in the evening of the day be- 
fore the relief, after Colonel Mahon and 
Colonel Plumer had defeated the Boers 
nine miles from Mafeking, Major Davies 
and nine scouts entered the town. The 
Boers were then retreating. At 4on the 
following morning 1000 men arrived. 
With them were 20 wagon loads of food, 
which were received with wild demon- 
strations. The armored train and a de- 
tachment then pushed forward to 
Gametree fort, the scene of the unsuc- 
cessful sortie in December. The Boers 
had evacuated it on the They 
were pursued, and the correspondent, 
telegraphing these facts Thursday af- 
ternoon, closed his dispatch thus: “‘We 
caught up with the retreating Boers 
and have them now surrounded.” 

Lady Sarah Wilson has managed to 
get through a message from Mafeking, 
dated Thursday, and announcing the 
entry of the relief column. She says: 
“The fighting before the rellef was very 
bard. <A severe struggle proceeded 
yesterday (May 18) from 2 p. m. until] 
dusk. The Boers were forced slowly to 
retreat, contesting every inch. At sun- 
Set they still held the last position. 
Colonel Mahon entered the town in the 
brilliant moonlight. The Boers were as 
tired out as we were; and they never 
guessed that an attempt would be made 
to force an entry before morning. There- 
fore their surprise was complete. They 
deserted their laagers, leaving a lot of 
food, which was divided up among the 
people of Mafeking.”

Lord Roberts is drawing near to the 
frontier of the Transvaal. His infantry 
masses are 33 miles north of Kroonstad 
at the Rhenoster river. Some thousands 
of cavalry are already across the river. 

The Boers are retiring toward the 
Vaal, with their heavy baggage. They 
are reported from Pretoria as already 
across that river. Twelve thousand 
men and 14 guns compose the retreating 
army. Trains continue to run from 
Verenniging, at the Vaal, to Pretoria. 

Foreign engineers asert that Pretoria 
is able to stand a year's siege. Ac- 
cording to advices from Lourenzo Mar- 
quez, the Pretoria fortifications are 
described as complete, but Johannesburg 
has not yet been placed entirely in a 
state of defense. The Transvaal gov- 
ernment papers and the war chest have 
been removed to Lydenburg. 

Foreigners continue to leave the coun- 
try. The Dutch cruiser Friesland is at 
Delagoa Bay—so it is reported—to fur- 
nish an asylum to the flecing Hollanders 
and passage to Europe. 

The Boer forces continue to dwindle. 
Some of the correspondents asert that 
probably only about 24,000 of the hardiest 
fighters yet remain, although there are 
detached parties in various parts of the 
Transvaal. 


Dr. Leyds, according to the Brussels 
correspondent of The Daily Express, 
has quarreled with the Transvaal gov- 
ernment. A representative of President 
Kruger is aJleged to have demanded an 
accounting respecting £500,000 ($2,500,- 
000) that has passed through Dr. Leyds’ 
hands. Dr. Leyds is said to have replied 
that the money had all been expended, 
and to have expressed indignation when 
asked for an itemized statement, 

President Kruger’s emissary is de- 
scribed as showing to Dr. Leyds certain 
ante-war letters, in which Germany and 
France said they would intervene; and 
Dr. Leyds, according to this account, 
grabbed the documents and threw them 
into the fire, having a bodily struggle 
with the emissary. These alleged in- 
cidents are cited to explain the recent 
reserve of Dr. Leyds. 

The ensnaring of the squadron of 
Bethune’s horse appears to have been 
quite as bad as was at first reported. 
General Bethune, thinking there were 
no Boers at Vryheid, determined to go 
that way toward Newcastle as a short 
cut. The advance squadron was hurry- 
ing to make Vryheid before dark. It 
left the main body behind and trotted 
into the ambush. The Boers had Max- 
ims; and the British, seeing they had no 
chance to retire, dashed forward to a 
point within 20 yards of the Boer rifles. 
Five officers and 63 men were killed or 
wounded. Bethune ordered his four 
other squadrons to retire. 

The damage to Laing’s Nek tunne! fs 
capable of prompt repair. The strength 
of the Boers at that point is not known. 
Probably they have from 5000 to 6000 
men.

THE CUMNOCK MINE DISASTER. 


About Half the Men Who Were at Work When 
Explosion Occurred Were Killed. 


Raleigh, May 24.—Twenty-two miners | 


—10 white men and 12 negroes—lost their 
lives in the explosion at Cumnock coal 
mines Tuesday evening. The explo- 
sion is supposed to have been caused by 
a broken gauze in a safety lamp. Forty 
or 50 men were in the mine at the time. 
Within an hour after the explosion the 
work of rescue began, and by daylight 
all the bodies except one had been 
brought to the top. All the bodies were 
horribly burned. 

In December, 1395, an explosion took 
place at this same mine, in which 45 
lives were lost. That explosion was 
caused by a fire damp, though many of 
those killed lost their lives from the re- 
sulting explosion of almost 250 pounds 
of dynamite, which was stored in the 
mines. Two other explosions gccurred 
here many years ago.

the printed word “oleomarguarine.”

Washington, May 24.—The Chinese 
minister has received numerous tele- 
grams from Chinese residents of San 
Francisco asking him to have revoked 
the order that they shall be inoculated 
With the anti-plague serum. The situa- 
tion in San Francisco, he said, is very 
grave, as the Chinese have a great fear 
of this treatment, and serious trouble 
may ensue if it is continued.

FAILED FOR $13,000,900 


Cotton Brokers Were Long, In Face 
of a Fast Falling Market 
Price, McCormick & Co. Are 
Forced to Assign. 


Culmination of One wf the Biggest Bear 
Movements Ever Recorded. 


New York, May 25.—Announcement of 
the failure of Price, McCormick & Co. 
Was made yesterday by the chairman of 
the New York stock exchange. The 
firm consists of Theodore H. Price, W. 
G. McCormick, R. M. Stuart-Wortley, 
Walter W. Price and George Crocker, 
the latter as special partner. The de- 
velopments on the cotton exchange 
marked the culmination of one of the 
biggest bear movements ever recorded. 
The liabilities of the firm are estimated 
at $13,000,000, 

The failure is ascribed to the fact that 
the firm was long on cotton, in the face of 
a fast falling market. A notice on the 
doors of the offices of the company re- 
ferred all inquirers to William J. Cur- 
tis and William N. Cromwell, assignees. 
Mr. Cromwell said that it was impossible 
to make any’ statement at present con- 
cerning the condition of the firm; that 
its business is very extended and covers 
several branch agencies. The total lia- 
bilities, he said, are about $13,000,000, 
nearly all of which are secured. He 
added that a statement would be sub- 
mitted to creditors at the earliest pos- 
sible date. 

The firm is composed of Theodore H. 
Price, William G. McCormick, R. G. M. 
Stewart-Wortley and Walter W. Price, 
with George Crocker of San Francisco 
as a special partner on an investment of 
$500,000, The firm was organized Jan. 
2, 1897. 

Early in the day rumors were current 
that a prominent firm was in trouble, 
and shortly before the official announce- 
ment of the suspension was made, It was 
generally understood that Price, McCor- 
mick & Co., was the ‘suse referred to. 
Prior to the formal ar:mouncement the 
cotton market had broken over 20 points 
under terrific selling for both accounts 
from all directions. ‘The firm has long 
been regarded as the leading supporter 
of the market, and at one time it was 
gaid that they were going to put up 
August cotton to 10 cents. The decline 
of the past month, however, was against 
them, and despite their efforts they could 
not hold the market up. 

The firm's bullish attitude was sur- 
mised in the cotton market, and it is 
thought to have stimulated the recent 
activities of cotton bears. 

Following the announcement of the 
failure, the cotton market became panic 
stricken, and broke 10 to 13 points. The 
extent of the decline from the highest 
price, when the bull movement culmi- 
nated, has been 122 points. Laterinthe 
session the market became more quiet, 
but continued to show a weak undertone 
on the generally very favorable crop ac- 
counts. The market at 1:45 p. m. 
showed a net loss of 10 to 14 points, hav- 
ing recovered from the extreme depres- 
sion. 

Early in the day rumors were current 
on the stock exchange that there was 
some outside trouble, and by the time 
the failure was formally announced from 
the rostrum of the stock exchange the 
room and the street were prepared for 
the news. Nevertheless, it had its ef- 
fect. There was a rush to gell that car- 
ried prices down sharply. There wasa 
decline of about 1 percent in the standard 
railway shares, and from 2 to 2% per- 
cent in the remainder of the list. 

While the firm was also a member of 
the produce exchange, the effect of the 
failure there was almost wholly senti- 
mental. According to the rule of the 
exchange the announcement of the fail- 
ure was followed by the closing out of 
the suspended firm's outstanding con- 
tracts on the floor of the exchange. Up 
to the close of the exchange the dealings 
for the firm’s account footed. up 39,950 
shares. 

Price, McCormick & Co.'s operations 
in cotton were so extcnsive that at the 
cotton exchange it was said nothing 
more than an approximate idea of their 
Standing will be obtainable until after 
another 24 hours. The firm dealt in 
cotton both ways, but their long interest 
is believed to be at least 100,000 bales 
grater than their shortage. 

Price, McCormick & Co. had an ex- 
tensive wire service, and at times was 
credited with doing fuly as large a busi- 
ness as any firm on the exchange. The 
representatives of the firm on the ex 
change were R. M. Stuart-Wortley, W. 
G. McCormick and George Crocker, the 
special partner. Much of the business 
of the firm was in the cotton exchange at 
first, and its senior member and or- 
ganizer was formerly of the firm of Hub- 
bard, Price & Co. 

At that time the older firm had a 
large southern business. The present 
firm controlled much of this southern 
stock business, and has been very active 
at times in stocks favored by southern 
operators, although this line of trade has 
peen far i@S= 7. volume than its regular 
commission business obtained through 
its wire service to outside cities,

Nearly One Hundred Members of Paul 
Revere Post Have Passed Away, 


A List of All Civil War Veterans Buried 
in Quincy Cemeteries. 


Town Furnished Nine Hundred and Fifty-four 
Men for Defence of Union. 


Quincy’s record in the Civil war was a creditable one. We were then a 
town of 6,778 population, with 1300 voters, yet we furnished 954 for the de- 
fence of the Union in the 60’s. The draft upon Quincy was 969, but the late 
Eben W. Underwood, who compiled the record of the town in the Civil war, 
says he is unable to account for the shortage of 15 men, 

After the first call for volunteers, when Co. H of Quincy promptly re- 
sponded, the drafts on the town were as follows: 


April 16, 1861—S1 for 3 years. 
May 3, 1861—78 for 3 years. 
June 17, 1861—143 for 3 years.

How Torrington (Conn.) Citizens 
Will Preserve John Brown's Home. 

While “John Brown's body lies 
a-mold’ring in the grave” beside a gran- 
ite bowider at North Elbe, in the Adi- 
rondacks, the house where he was born 
in West Torrington, Conn., just 100 
years ago on Wednesday, May 9, is be- 
ing rapidly dismantled and well nigh 
destroyed by vandal relic hunters. In 
order to protect't from their continued 
attacks residents of Litchfield county 
made the hundredth anniversary of 


| John Brown's birth the occasion for an 


inauguration of a movement to pte- 
serve for posterity the first house of 
the old prophet who died that the 
slaves might be free, says the New 
York Journal. 

The old “John Brown property” con- 
gists of 110 acres situated on the high- 
est point of land in Connecticut. It 
commands a view of Long Island sound 
60 miles away to the west and south.

was born. In it there is a great fire- 
place, from which many of the bricks | 
have been taken by relic hunters.

The rafters of the house 
were all hewu out by hand, as were the 
laths for the plaster and the great sills 
for the floor. 

To the south of the house, down by a 
little brook a quarter of a mile away, 
there can still be seen the last traces of 
the tan vats where John Brown's fa- 
ther tanned the skins for the people 
for miles around. 

The anniversary on Wednesday, May 
9, was celebrated as an old fashioned 
John Brown picnic. Early in the day 
big wagons from all over the county 
began driving & the lane that leads to 
the old house. They were filled with 
men, women and children, who waved 
flags and shouted “John Brown's 
body” until the very trees seemed to 
take up the echo. The Young Men's 
Christian association of Torrington had 
charge of the ceremonies, which were 
held ip the open air, and a chorus of 
several huudred school children sang 
the chorus which is forever “marching 
on.” 

Partly as a result of the interest 
aroused by the picnic in the preserva- 
tion of the old house and its surround- 
ings a number of rich men of the coun- 
ty Lave agreed to purchase it and erect 
opposite to it a clubhouse that will be 
used In summer as an outing resort,

Directly In the Matter. | 


The Emp!oyment of Minors and Other Important

Washington, May 26.—The industrial 
commission, in its report to congress.on | 


labor legislation, recommends improve-| 


ments by state legislatures rather than 


by congress directly. 
“The subject of greatest public inter-| 
est today,” says the report, “is perhaps 
that of the regulation of the hours of 
labor permitted in industrial occupation 
and especially in factories."” As con- 
gress has no power to legislate directly 
in this matter, the commission recom- 
mends that a simple statute be enacted | 
by all the states regulating the length 
of the working day for all persons be- 
tween the ages of 14 and 21 years who} 
work in factories. | 
The report says that the employment! 
of children below the age of 14 should be| 
prohibited in factories. The length of| 
the working day in all public employ- 
ment should be fixed at eight hours. The 
same time should be fixed for workmen | 
in underground mines in cases of 
emergency.

Topic For the Week Beginning May 
27—Comment by Rev. 8S. H. Doyle, 
Toric.—Have patience.—Math. xviii, 21-35. 

THE PARABLE, ; 
Christ has recently said, “If thy 
brother shall trespass against thee, go 
and tell him his fault between thee and 
him alone.” ‘This leads Peter to ask, 

“How oft shall my brother sin against 


me and I forgive him—till seven 
times?’ The Pharisees said three 
times, and Peter no doubt thought 


seven was a generous number, but Je 
sus replied, “I say not unto thee seven 
times, but until seventy times seven”—~ 
that is, ng definite number, as three or 
seven, but always have a spirit of will- 
ingness to forgive. This truth Christ 
then illustrates in the parable of “The 
Unumerciful Servant,” which has been 
selected for our study. A king calls 
his servants to account. One owed 
him 10,000 talents, a great sum, which 
he could not pay. The king therefore 
ordered him and his family to be sold 
to pay the debt. The servant begged 
humbly for more time, saying, “Have 
patience with me, and I will pay thee 
all.” The king, goifg. further even 
than he asked, generously forgave him. 
But this servant went out and found 
one who owed him and brutally de- 
manded what was owed, and in spite 
of his fellow servant's appeal he re- 
fused to have mercy, but had him cast 
into prison. The king was told. He 
recalled his pardon and had the unmer- 
ciful servant delivered into the hands 
of the torgentors until he could pay. 
THE INTERPRETATION, 

The interpretation of this parable {s 
easily made if we except one particular 
which must be borne in mind. The 
king is God; men are his debtors. None 
of us can pay what we owe God. God 
will forgive us only when we are will- 
ing to forgive our fellow men who 
have trespassed against us. The para- 
ble does not teach that God gives a 
pardon and then recalls it, as the king 
did. Christ simply means to illustrate 
that unless we forgive God will not 
forgive us. The illustration is human 
and hence imperfect, but the one truth 
taught is clearly evident, 

THE APPLICATION. 

Two practical lessons may be drawn 
from this parable that will apply and 
enforce the toplc. 

1. God is willing to have patlence 
with us. The king bore most merciful- 
ly and generously with his debtor, who 
could n@wt pay. He graciously forgave 
him the debt, and in this he is typical 
of God, in whose debt we are. God 
is willing to forgive us. He always 
deals patiently and mercifully with us. 
Did He not do so, we could not stand 
for a single moment before Him. Let 
us appreciate God’s merey and patient

LOOKIAG TOWARD ADJOURYMEN?, 


Both Branches of ‘Congress. Will Make an 
Effort to Wind Up on June 6. 

Washington, May 28.—The house lead- 
ers are figuring that the senate wil] 
agree to the house resolution to adjourn 
June 6, so that such business will be 
crowded into this week. Individual 
members with belated bills are pressing 
for recagnition and will be given some 
show. 

Conferente reports on appropriation 
bills will have the right of way. There 
are half a dozen measures of public im- 
portance pressing, including the oleo- 
margarine bill, the anti-canteen bill, the 
St. Louis fair bill, the Philadelphia 
museum bill and the anti-trust meas- 
ures, but the indications are that none 
of them save the anti-trust bill and reso- 
lution will be considered. 

The time ot the senate during the pres- 
ent week will be divided largely between 
the discussion of the Philippine question 
and the conside; tion of appropriation 
bills, with a diversion in the Clark case. 

Senator Wellington will speak on the 
Boer resolution and he will be followed 
by Senator Teller on the Philippine 
cuestion. Speeches on the Philippines 
also will be made by Senators Pettigrew 
and Turner, and probably by other sena- 
tors, There is apparently no proba- 
bility of the Philiypine bill passing, but 
there is a general desire on the part of 
the opposition to reply to Senator 
Spooner’s speech hefore the close of the 
present session. 


The sundry civil appropriation bill 
probably will be considered for two or 
three days more, and by the time it is 


disposed of the general deficiency bill 
will be ready for consideration. Neither 
the deficiency nor the military academy 
bill, the only appropriation bills undis- 
posed of except t)e sundry civil, is ex- 
pected to consume any considerable 
amount of time. 

The senate will inake an effort to meet 
the plans of the house in the matter of 
final adjournment on June 6, but there 
is a general apprehension among sena- 
tors that the date may be postponed until 
the 9th or ilth. In addition to the ap- 
propriation bills still undisposed of by 
the senate there are still several appro- 
Priation bills in conference and a dis- 
position is manifested on the part of the 
senators not to name the date of ad- 
journment until these are well out of the 
Way.

Dr. Quinn, 
dean of the college, says: “Experience 
has taught us that college athletics have 
a demoralizing and disturbing influence 
on the students and interfere with the 
educational work of the college.” 

Mariboro Without a Militia Company. 

Marblehead, Mass., May 28.—Orders 
have been received to disband company 
C of the Eighth regiment, and turn all 
the state property over to company D 
of Lynn. The disbanding of the com- 
pany is due to lack of interest. This is 
the first time that Marblehead has been 
without a militia company since the days 
of the Revolution, with the exception of 
a short period about 1806. 

Satisfactory to Cincinnati Machinists. 

Cincinnati, May 28.—Six local lodges of 
the International Association of Ma- 
chinists, about 2600 men, met here last 
night to consider the compromise agreed 
upon at the recent conference of their 
executive bourd in New York with the 
National Metal Trade association. No 
formal! action was taken, but the meating 
practically endorsed the New York 
agreement. 


To Be Trica by High Cfficers. 

Washington, May 28.—In accordance 
with the recommendation of a court of 
inquiry, the secretary of the navy has 
appointed a court-martial to try Cap- 
tain John McGowan, on charges con- 
nected with the killing of a Filipino. The 
court is made up of an unusual number of 
officers of high rank, because of the rank 
of the accused.

Roberts’ Porces Pass ithe Last 
fireat Natural Obstacle, 


Kruger Is Again Said to Be 
Talking of Peace. 


Buller Facing Boers, Reinforced and Seemingly 
Determined, at Laing’s Nek. 


London, May 28.—The war office has 
teceived the following from Lord Rob- 
erts: 


“Vereeniging, Sunday, May 27, 1:50 p. 
m.—We crossed the Vaal this morning 
nnd are now encamped on the north bank. 
The advance troops, which crossed yes- 
terday, were only just in time to save 
the mines on both this and the 
other side of the river from being de- 
stroyed. Our casualties were four. 

“Baden-Powell reports that the rail- 
way between Mafeking and Buluwayo 
has been restored, and that supplies are 
being brought into Mafeking. He says 
the Canadian artillery joined Colonel 
Plumer from Beira with incredible rz apid- 
ity. 

“Lieutenant Webber was taken pris- 
oner at Heilbron a few days ago. He 
went there on telegraph duty. It was 
not known that our troops had been tem- 
porarily withdrawn.” 

When Lord Roberts wrote his first dis- 
patch on Transvaal territory, yesterday, 
he was 51 miles from Johannesburg and 
77 from Pretoria. jiis immensely su- 
perior forces had passed the Vaal river, 
their last great natural obstacle, at threa 


coal 


points. 

The Vaal formsa curve of 80 miles from 
Parys on the west to Zangn Zand Drift 
on the east. The concave of the curve 


is toward the Free State. Thus Lord 
Roberts, advancing along the railway, 
was in a position to strike any part of 
the crescent by shorter lines than those 
by which the Boers could reinforce the 
threatened points. The Boers re- 
treated almust without a show of de- 
fense. Feneral French and General 
Hamilton apparently did not fire a shot. 

Of Lord Roberts’ immediate force, 11 
men, belonging to the Righth mounted 
infantry, were the first to ford the river. 
They came upon a Boer patrol looting 
at Viljoons Drift, and a skirmish last- 
ing 10 minutes followed. Two hundred 
Boers tried feebly to hold the Vereeinging 
colliery, but they were dislodged. 

The Boer rear guard is at Meyerton, 10 
miles north of Vereeniging. Their main 
body is moving toward the Klip river 
hills that cover the south side of Johan- 
nesburg. 

President Kruger, according to a dis- 
patch from Newcastle, has issueda proc- 
lamation asking the Transyaal burghers 
to notify him whether they desire to con- 
tinue the fight or to sue for peace, 


Several correspondents wire the Lon- 
don papers that there are 15,000 for- 
eigners in the Boer ranks, but this {s 
hardly credible. 

The indications are that a pitched bat- 
tle is imminent at Laings Nek, where 
General Buller faces the Boers, rein- 
forced and seemingly determined, with 
an estimated strength of from 8000 to 
10,000 men. The reinforcements include 
a large party from Ladybrand and fresh 
commandoes from Pretoria. 

General Buller’s officers are doubtful 
of the ability of the Boers to display the 
Same tenacity as in the fighting at Lady- 
smith. The British are confident that, 
when the moment arrives, they will be 
able to force the passes. 

Two boxes of dynamite fuses have been 
found under the Newcastle city hall. 
General Buller is causing numerous ar- 
rests of suspected rebels. Forty-two 
have been sent to Pietermaritzburg. Mr. 
Gawthorpe, a chemist, and his wife, have 
been arrested on a charge of high treason. 

With the exception of a few shots ex- 
changed with the retiring Boers at Ver- 
eeniging, the only fighting during the 
last \wo days with all the great armies in 
the field appears to have been two small 
engagements in the eastern part of the 
Free State. 

General Rundle is slowly sweeping the 
eastern section of the Free State. Oc- 
casionally his squadrons come across 
parties of Boers, two or three in number 
and usually on foot, who are wearily go- 
ing to their farms. Some of them car ry 
saddles on their backs. Wholesale sur- 
renders are expected, but thus far they 
have not occurred in that region. Small 
commandoes are described by the cor- 
respondents as hurrying to and fro, and 
finding every road barred. 

Some 500 or 600 Boers are operating 
east of Vryburg, rallying the disaffected 
and watching an opportunity to cut the 
railway and to harrass General Hunter’s 
advancing division. 

Lord Roberts has wired the war office 
that there is urgent need of more rolling 
stock, and The Daily Express asserts 
that contracts have been placed in the 
United States for 50 locomotives and 
many cars, the British manufacturers 
being unable to fill the orders with re- 
quisite speed. 

Several prominent Uitlanders have 
joined Lord Roberts as guides and ad- 
visers with reference to the country 
around Johannesburg.

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PEACE REIGNS IN MANILA. 
Successful Operations by Our Troops In the 
Northern Portion of Luzon. 

Manila, May 28.—Peace reigns and no 
trouble is expected in Manila, although 
the city is crowded with people from the 
provinces, who are leaving the unpro- 
tected hamlets in order to avoid the con- 
scription which the insurgent leaders 
are enforcing, as well as robbery and 
outrages at the hands of roving insur- 
gents and bandits. 

Scouting, small engagements and cap- 
ture of arms and prisoners continue 
@aily in northern Luzon. Last week's 
operations resulted in the killing of 46 
of the enemy, the taking of 189 prisoners 
and the capture of 300 rifles and a quan- 
tity of ammunition. 

Colonel Hardin, with three companies 
of the Twenty-ninth regiment and blue- 
jackets from the gunboat Helena, landed 
at Palonog, Masbet island, under the 
enemy's fire, routed the insurgents and, 
after an engagement lasting half an 
hour, occupied the town, without casual- 
ties. 

The insurgent 


commander, with 20 
Officers and 230 men, surrendered on 
May 20, giving up 100 rifles. An im- 
pressive scene occurred on the plaza 
when the prisoners were disarmed and 
liberated. The were found 
suffering from lack of food, owing to the 
blockade, and the American authorities 
are endeavoring to relieve them. 

The investigation of the charge against 
Brigadier General Funston of having 
summarily executed two natives in the 
province of Zambales has resulted in a 
discontinuance of the proceedings.

Indianapolis, May “8.—Returns re- 
ceived by the canvassing board of the 
International Typographical union in- 
dicate that Donnelly is defeated by 
Lynch, for president, by from 4000 to 5000. 
For first vice president, the returns re- 
ceived are not sufficient to decide the re- 
sult, so close is the race between Hayes 
and Hawkes. The indications are in 
favor of Hawkes of Chicago.

Somerville, Mass., May 28.—In rather 
a sensational raid the police cleared out 
an “Owl” club early Sunday morning, 
arresting 15 men and taking away 
gambling apparatus and some liquor. 
The place was thought to be the head- 
quarters of a clique of metropolitan 
gamblers, and the luxurious furnishings 
of the rooms were evidence of a flourish- 
ing business. 


Youth Indicted For Murder. 

New York, May 28.—An indictment of 
murder in the first degree has been found 
by the grand jury of Hudson county, N. 
J., against John Garrabrandt, the 1S- 
year-old murderer of Henry Maass. Gar- 
rabandt decoyed Maass to the cellarofa 
house, and killed him with a slung shot, 
to obtain possession of the boy's salary 
of 33. 

Death Hovers Near. 

London, May 28.—The illness of Mrs, 
Gladstone is now reported to be more 
serious. Her strength is gradually fail- 
ing, and the members of the family have 
been summoned to Hawarden.

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THE GALLANT NEWSBOY. 


Bravery of a Young Confederate on 
the Field of Battie. 

After General Hood had assumed 
command of the Confederate army at 
Atlanta he made several attacks upon 
the Federals in their fortifications. One 
of these occurred on July 27, 1864, and 
ebiefiy involved that portion of our ar- 
my which included the Louisiana bri- 
gade. The latter had responded with 
courage and alacrity and had made 
their way to the very breastworks of 
the Federals over the many difficulties 
and obstacles which lay in their road 
and in spite of the terrible fire which 
was directed against them. The loss 
suffered by the Louisianians was very 
great, and many of the commands 
were almost annihilated in that fearful 
charge. Among others who thus suf- 
fered was the First regiment of Louis- 
jana, regular infantry. 

A great part of those who had gone 
into the engagement lay dead or 
wounded at the enemy’s works. The 
standard bearer of the regiment had 
been struck down early in the action. 
His place was promptly filled by an- 
other, who soon shared the same fate. 
Another sprang forward to take his 
place, and he in turn went down before 
the deadly fire to which the Confeder- 
ates were exposed. This continued un- 
til at last the few survivors were com- 
pelled to fall back. In the retreat it 
was discovered that the color bearer 
had been shot and that the colors were 
lying upon the ground at his side 
where he had fallen. There was a lad, 
formerly a newsboy in New Orleans, 
who had enlisted in the regiment as a 
drummer and who had lately shoulder- 
ed a musket and served as a private In 
the ranks. Rushing back to where the 
color bearer lay, the youth seized the 
colors and rejoined his comrades in 
their retreat. 

It was now his turn to meet the fate 
of his predecessors on the bloody field. 
He was soon mortally wounded, but 
with expiring energy he dragged the 
colors along with him, and then, bav- 
ing brought them off in safety, he sank 
exhausted upon the ground and breath- 
ed his last.—Selected. 


JOHN A. LOGAN IN BATTLE. 


The Very Incarnation of War—His 
Power Over Men, 

It has been tersely said of Julius Cx- 
sar that the secret of his success ino 
battle lay in his power of “projecting 
a soul into his army, making the le- 
gions and the leader one.” This could 
not haye been more true of Ciesar than 
it was of John A. Logan. In action 
Logan was the radiant incarnation of 
war. With Logan on the front of the 
line, carrying his hat in the air on the 
point of his sword, determined to rout 
the enemy, it was hard for any of his 
men to be less than good soldiers. He 
seemed at times to be drunk with en- 
thusiasm, which was the only form of 
inebriety possible to him in the army, 
as he was very temperate. 

The air of battle seemed to mount 
to his brain like the fumes of wine 
and with nearly the same outward ef- 
fect. But he never lost control of him- 
self in the wildest delirium of war. 
He kept his command under absolvte 
control always and seemed gifted with 
the power of omnipresence while his 
troops were in action. He rode his 
lines constantly and always in frout. 
Once he thought he saw a little falter- 
ing of a small portion of his troops 
under a heavy fire, and he called to one 
of his staff officers to “stick a flagstaff 
in the ground with a flag on it and see 
if the boys wouldn't rally round it.’ 
And they did. He would stop in the in- 
tervals of battle to talk to the boys of 
his old regiment, the Thirty-first, and 
to tell them they had been doing so 
well that he would write home and tell 
their mothers what good soldiers they 
were.—St. Louis Globe-Democrat. 


A Nation's Tribute to Valor. 

Somebody has said that a Gothic ca- 
thedral is a petrified religion. On the 
lines of this quaint aphorism it may 
with equal foree and propriety be con- 
tended that the graves of the Union 
soldier dead tell the story of the most 
momentous epoch in her history. Re- 
sponsive to the call of duty and the 
mandate of patriotism, they had fought 
and toiled and bled to preserve intact 
“a new nation conceived in liberty and 
dedicated to the proposition that all 
men were created equal,” and the 
flowers that we strew so lavishly upon 
their graves are as much an expression 
of the nation’s gratitude as they are a 
beautiful tribute of personal respect 
for their memory.—Philadelphia Times. 


National Cemeteries, 

The earliest of the national ceme- 
teries were established in 1861. From 
that year to 1895 the number grew to 
83, which has not been exceeded since. 
A report made in 1874 by the army in- 
spector of these places shows that 
there were then interred 308,331 Union 
soldiers. In addition, there are 7,242 
citizens and 21,661 Confederate prison- 
ers of war who share grave space with 
the patriotic Americans. Of the 308,- 
331 there were 152,117 known and 119,- 
496 unknown white dead soldiers; of 
colored soldiers there were 13,005 
known and 20,505 unknown, and 3,208 
unknown and unclassified.—Exchange.

Memorial day, May 30, has become a 
red letter day indeed in the American 
ealendar. More than half the states 
of the Union have made it by law a 
legal holiday. By common consent 
thousands upon thousands of loyal peo- 
ple of the land look forward to its ob- 
servance with a spirit of love, tender- 
ness and thankful appreciation which 
pertains to none other of the anniver- 
saries they delight to celebrate.

Address by Miss Barrows 
of American Kitchen. 


The Quincy Home Science Associa- 
tion held its third annual meeting 
Saturday afternoon, at the Unitarian 
chapel. Miss Elizabeth Johnson, Presi- 
dent of the Asociation and Miss Anna 
Barrows, Literary Editor of the 
American Kitchen Magazine, were on 
the platform. 

Miss Johnson opened the meeting 
with a program of *‘past achievement 
and future plans. 

Mrs. Warren W. Adams, 
followed with the financial report. 
The years’ receipts had been $774 and 
after deducting expenses there was a 
balance left of $31.85 for nse in the 
Association work.

In this connection she called atten- 
tion to a new one ‘The Cost of 
Living’’ by Mrs. Richards, published 
by Wylie in New York. It is hoped 
this will soon be found upon the 
Crane library shelves. 

Another book to be filled in by the 
individual housekeeper bas recently 
been issued by one of the progressive 
young women of Quincy, Miss Mary 
Dewson, and is called ‘*The IHouse- 
hold Expense Book,’’ This is prepared 
to be used as a record book of domestic 
expenditures, and wil! doubtless prove 
of service in placing facts and figures 
before the lord of the house, account 
ing for *‘that dollar last week’’ and 
help to put housekeeping upon cash 
basis, which is its only firm foundation 
and without which it is impossible to 
rear a complete and symmetrical struc- 
ture.

pearance, as they stepped from the 
train at the South station, at 3 o’clock, 
was the signal for tremendous cheer- 


ing, shouting and waving of hats by the 
thousands who had asembled there. 

They were escorted by members of the 
joint committee of the city government, 
who had met them at Providence and 
accompanied them to thiscity. Taking 
carriages, the party were driven directly 
to Boston Common, the streets through 
which they passed being lined with peo- | 
ple, who greeted the Visitors with cheers. 

At the foot of Soldiers’ hill, on the 
Common, the party alighted and pro- 
ceeded to the soldiers’ monument, where 
Mr. Fischer, on behalf of the envoys, 
placed a handsome wreath upon the 
base of the shaft, accompanying the 
action by a brief speech. 

Mr. Fischer called attention to the fact 
that the monument upon Soldiers’ hill 
was in commemoration of the brave 
deeds of men who fought for what they 
had nearest their hearts. They had died 
for their country and for the cause of 
freedom, and there had been sorrow, but 
on Memorial day there was a general re- 
joicing, for by their work was freedom 
enjoyed. The speaker said that the 
struggle in South Africa was on; that 
they were fighting for the same principle, 
and that sorrow was now their portion, 
but in after years a shaft would be 
erected typifying the struggle, and on 
each anniversary, with similar rejoicing, 
would the day be observed. 

The wreath bore the following inscrip- 
tion: “A tribute from the Boers of the 
South African republic and the Orange 
Free State to the soldiers and sailors of 
Boston who fought to maintain the re- 
public and keap the Union whole. May 
30, 1900."" 

From the monument the procession 
proceeded around the monument, 
through to Beacon and School streets to 
the Parker House, where the envoys are 
to remain during their stay in the city. 
Around the hotel the streets were 
crowded. Flags were waved and cheers 
given heartily, continuing until, upon 
the baleony above the entrance, the en- 
Voys appeared, and briefly addressed the 
crowd. 

Mr. Wessels, the first speaker, said: 
“I am here as a representative of a 
people who are fighting for their liberty. 
We bring to you a message from a suf- 
fering people, and your reply will fill 
their hearts with gladness, for they will 
know that the people of Boston sym- 
pathize with them.” j 

Mr. Fischer, who follow €d. raid: “Tt 
Would have béen Strange had we not 
been received as we have been by you, 
and we are deeply grateful. You repre- 
sent the greatest republic that the world 
has, and, as a people, stand for all that 
liberty and freedom typify. We were 
told that you were cold and unsym- 
pathetic. I knew it was untrue. We 
are here in the interest of a good cause, 
and your kindly expressions have moved 
us. We, as a people, will do the best we 
can to prove to you that we deserve 
your sympathy and interest.” 

Mr. Walmarans, who cannot speak 
English, spoke through Mr. Fischer as 
interpreter. He said the Boers were 
making the pluckiest fight ever known in 
ancient or modern warfare, and he re- 
gretted the fact that he could not speak 
the English language, but he desired to 
express the thoughts of a people who 
were laying down their lives for their 
liberty. “The feeling,”’ said he, “is no 
longer one of mourning, but of gladness.” 

“Even if the whole country is taken 
and the leaders imprisoned, the war will 
cease only for a time, and it will be re- 
newed again and again, if need be, un- 
til we get our liberty,” was the ut- 
terance of Mr. Fischer, when he was 
shown the bulletin from London an- 
nouncing the impending surrender of 
Pretoria. 

The bulletin was read to him, im com- 
pany with the others of the Transvaal 
republic's representatives, at the St. 
Botolph club, where they were being 
entertained. Mr. Fischer was the most 
communicative. He declared that at 
The time of their departure from Pre- 
toria, three months ago, there were two 
Plans of action which had been deter- 
mined upon, in the event of the ap- 
proach of the British to Pretoria. 

One was to concentrate all the Boer 
forces inside the city, and leave the rest 
of the country open to the British, until 
the fall of the city... The other was to 
evacuate Pretoria, after a slight show 
of resistance, to enable supplies to 
be collected, then the army was to scat- 
ter into the mountains and enter upon a 
guerilla warfare, which would last until 
the last man Was killed. 

“The war may ~be ended,” he 
said, “but it will be for only ashort time. 
The British may get their heel upon 
the Boer head, and press it down 
heavily, but at the slightest relaxation 
of the pressure, the Boer will squirm, 
and whenever an opportunity shall pre- 
sent itself, he will rise and repay the 
hurt.” 


Murder and Arson by Boxers. 
London, May 31.—A dispatch just re- 
ceived here says the Boxers have at- 
tacked and burned a mission at Lau- 
Tson, 40 miles southwest of Pekin, and 
have murdered the missionary in 
charge.

A left upper-cut sent Monahan 
to the floor, and the jar made him un- 
conscious for a few minutes.

Salem, Mass., May 31.—Thomas Mur- 
ray, a lineman in the employ of the 
Salem Electric Light company, came in 
contact with a live wire that shocked 
him to such an extent that he will be 
confined in a hospital for several days. 
While arranging an arc light he re- 
ceived a shock of about 1000 volts. He 
secured a firm hold with badly burned 
hands on the top of the high pole where 
he was at work, and kept from falling 
to the ground. 


Report Denied by Hanna. 

Washington, May 31.—A story was sent 
out from Washington in which it was 
stated that ill-health and business du- 
Ules were responsible for Senator Hanna's 
determination to retire from the chair- 
manship of the new National Republican 
committee. When this story was called 
to Senator Hanna’s attention, he au- 
thorized the statement that the story was 
entirely unauthorized. 


Boy Murderer’s Case to Be Considered. 

Hartford, May 31.—In the docket of 
the state prison convicts whose peti- 
tions will be heard by the state board of 
pardons next Monday is the name of 
Charles B. Cross, aged 17. Cross was 
sentenced to be hanged on July 20 for the 
murder of Mrs. Sarah King. A re- 
quest will be made to have the death 
penalty commuted to imprisonment for 
life. 


Firebug Again In Evidence. 

Haverhill, Mass., May 31.—Fire was 
discovered late Wednesday night in a 
four-tenement house, with one tene- 
ment occupied. The fire was in the 
upper part of one of the vacant tene- 
ments, and caused $1200 damage. Itis 
believed to have been of incendiary 
origin. 


Not Afflicted With Paralysis. 
London, May 21.—The attending physi- 
cians now correct the impression that 
Mrs. Gladstone is paralyzed. They say 
there has been no seizure and her sfate 
is merely the result of extreme weakness. 


Forests Are Very Ory, and Fire Kas Wrought 
Destruction In Many Places. 

St. John, May 31.—Serious damage has 
been done by forest fires in this vicinity. 
The weather has been very hot fora 
fortnight and the woods, drying out, 
have been set on fire in half a dozen 
places. At Spruce Lake, west of St. 
John, camps and dwellings were de- 
stroyed. Five hundred acres were burned 
over three miles north of St. John by an- 
ether fire. Still another burned over 100 
acres at Queens Lake, five miles away. 

The heaviest damage is reported from 
St. Martins, 30 miles from here. There 
a spark from am engine on the Central 
railway started a fire which destroyed 
65 buildings, or two-thirds of the village. 
The damage there is estimated at $65,000. 

Sussex reports the burning of the 
Titusville mills, the Perry Point mills 
and a church at Hastings. 

Unless rain fails there will be a tale of 
terrible damage from southern New 
Brunswick. 


Chinese Situation as Viewed at Washington. 

Washington, May $1—Communication 
with China by cable is still open, so it is 
assumed by the officials here that there 
has been nv sensible change in the situa- 
tion or, at any rate, none affecting 
American interests. In fact these in- 
terests have so far not been directly at- 
tacked during the present uprising by 
the Boxers, and state department of- 
ficials direct attention to the fact that 
up to this time the massacres have been 
confined to the native Christians. Not 
a single American citizen has been 
killed, so far as is known. If the situa- 
tion were to continue on this basis it 
might be difficult to find ground forsuch 
arbitrary action as the landing of ma- 
rines in the Chinese capital, but Minis- 
ter Conger’s reports so clearly indicate 
the apprehension that the development 
of the Boxers’ uprising would involve 
the jeopardy of American life and prop- 
erty that the state department could no 
longer neglect his warning, hence the dis- 
patch of marines to Pekin. 


Mysterious Stabbing at New York. 

New York, May 31.—August Meyer, 
who lives in bachelor apartments, and 
is said to be well-to-do, was stabbed 
several times late last night by three 
mysterious visitors. He was cut se- 
verely about the body andarms. Two 
women and a man called at the house 
and asked for Meyer. They were shown 
to his room, where they waited until his 
return. At 12:30 the women left the 
house, taking a cab. A few minutes 
afterward the man went. Meyer be- 
came unconscious before the detectives 
had obtained particulars of the stab- 
bing. 


A Live'y Political “Convention.” 

Cleveland, May 31.—The police were 
called to quell what threate%® to be a 
serious riot at the Democratic county 
convention here yesterday, as the result 
of a fight between the “Kid” and “Goat” 
factions of the party. The “Kids” se- 
cured possession of the convention hall 
and locked the doors against the “Goats.” 
The latter gathered in strong force and 
were just forcing an entrance when a 
patrol wagon loaded with police dashed 
up in response to a riot call. As it was, 
several men were knocked down and 
badly bruised. 

“Invincibles” Won’t Be Heard Again. 

New York, May 31.—Commissioner of 
Immigration Fitchie says in regard to 
the excluded Irish ex-convicts, Fitz- 
harris and Mullet: “They will not get a 
rehearing. Inasmuch as ex-Judge 
Curtis went before the board of special 
inquiry Tuesday and did not present 
any affidavit or offer any proof there is 
nothing on record that would make an- 
other hearing justifiable.” 

Weak-Kneed Government’s Edict. 

London, May 31.—A special dispatch 
from Shanghai says: Yesterday the 
Chinese government issued an edict 
prohibiting the Boxers’ organization, 
under penalty of death. The edict, 
which was signed by the emperor, was 
couched in equivocal terms, and pro- 
mulgated really more aS an ex- 
cuse than in condemnation of the move- 
ment. 


House Considered Pensions. 

Washington, May 31.—The program of 
the leaders of the house yesterday con- 
templated the launching of the debate on 
the anti-trust resolution and biM, but 
there was a strong under-current in fa- 
vor of adjourning on account of Memorial 
day. After 190 pension bills had been 
disposed of, the house adjourned, The 
senate was not in session. 


Confederate Talked to Boys In Blue. 

Belfast, Me., May 31—A Confederate 
soldier came to this city Wednesday to 
deliver the Memorial day address te the 
old boys in blue, and the observance of 
the anniversary Was one of the most 
notable in the history of the local Grand 
Army post. The guest and orator was 
Colonel! Weissinger of Louisville. 


Ended Life With Laudanum. 

Rochester, May 31.—R. S. Aikenhead, 
aged 50, until Saturday night clerk and 
assistant manager of the Livingston 
hotel, was found dead in his bed yester- 
day. Near the bed was an empty laud- 
anum bottle, and papers found on the 
body indicate that it was a case of sui- 
cide.

Three persons were slightly injured 
as a result of a collision between two 
trolley cars at Biddeford, Me. 

The secretary of one of the Fall River 
hand engine companies in attendance 
at the muster at Natick, R. L, had his 
pocket picked and all the company’s 
funds in his posession stolen.
